Therefore we hope all the Lovers of Artwill 
hold us Excufed, if they find fome things in 
thefe Difcourfes not agreable with their Appre- 
henfions ; for fince I Tread not in a beaten 
Trad, it may befuppofed that many new things 
may be met withal ;: which fomevour of a Ca- 
pricious Humour of Carpingagainft all that is 
not of their own Complexion ; ‘may Condemn, 
and it maybe, not for want of the Knowlege ofa 
Reafon of the things herein contained, but onl 
out of Spite or Envy to the Author, which they 
may Broach under the pretence of Novelty : 


But leaving thofe to their own Mafters, or to 
_ Bugg and Embrace their old Sentiments, for the 


moit part more Venerable for their Antiquity 
than for any Demonftration of Truth: We fhall

Ther apia,or patticulat method of Caring, which 
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in each particular place alfo, fhall be at large | 
declared. 

8. But before we attempt this, we are to con- 
fider that both Bodies of Mankind, as alfo Me- 
dicaments are for the moft part hot or cold, 
viz. hot and moift, or hot and dry, which Phy- 
ficians callafulphurious faline Habit ; or cold 
and moift, oncold and dry, which they cail a fa- 
line fulphurious Habit, according to which Ha- 
bits proper Medicaments are to be deftinated. 

9 However the principles of Phyfick as they 
relate to Mans Body, or to Medicaments are 
neceflary to be known, or at leaft wife in what 
SenfeNaturaliftsand Chymifts apprehend them: 
In Man, there isa Body, a Spirit, anda Soul; 
thefe united make the compleat Man: thefe in 
their Natural State free from diforders, perturz 
bations, or irregularities,renders him in perfe& 
Health: Ifthey never fo little vary from their 
Natural State, itis inorder to Difeafes, anda 
final diffolution of the Compofitum. 

10. But whereas we {peak here of Body, Spi- 
xit and Soul,we intend a Body Spiritual, although 
we call ic Natural ; But we underftand it Spiri- 
tual, only in oppofition to the primary external 
appearance, or outward form: as for example, 
in a Vegetable, fuppofe Rofemary in its primary 
external form, the Body confifts of Stalks, 
Leaves, and Flowers; but whenby the ART of 
the Chymift an Extra@ion is made; you have a 
pure, fubtle, and volatile Oy], wherein its Enerz 
gy, Virtue and Power, anfwers to the Life and 
Soul of Man, its Volatility, Flame and Olecfity 
‘to the Spirit, and its material, Subftance to 
the Body: 2x, that Body which \we call Na- 
tural in oppofition to a thing truly Spiritual ; 
although it is indeed a Spiritual Body in its kind 
in. refpe& to its firft Earthy or natural form,or 
appearance : this Conjundion of Principles in 
Man, is that which Philofophers call the Archeus, 
the 4rchaus of Nature,or the -4rchaus in Man. 

11. Now as to the Principles of Medi- 
caments : Here Philofophers much vary, 
fome, as Doétor Willis, make five Principles, 
viz. Salt, Sulphur, Mercury, Water,and Earth, 
but thefe five we have proved in our Pharmacon 
pata Loudimenjis, lib. 6. eap.y.to be only three; 
via. Salt, Sulphur, and Mercury, excluding his 
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Flegm, and Caput Mortunm: Others,as Para- 
cel{us, Crollius, make but three, as indeed they 
are, and thefe three we make-but one; asthe 


Body, Spirit, and Soul in Man, make but one ° 


Archeus, {othe Salt, Sulphur, and Mercury of 
all mixt Bodies make but one only true Principle, 
which for diftin@ion fake, we in like manner call 
Poteftates or the Powers. 

12. In proof whereof,we fay this, That we de- 
ny not, but that as to the outward appearance, a 
Chymift may Extra& a Salt inform of Salt, a 
Sulphur in form of Oy],anda Mercury in form 
of Spirit,to which he may give the Names afore- 
faid, but thefe Names rather refpe& their form 
of appearances, than the true Nature: Forhe 
muft neceflarily grant me, thatia all Salts, as 
there is a Body, fo there isan Oleaginous Pro- 
perty, which is Sulphur, and an Energetick Virz 
tue, which is the Mercury, or Spirit; unlefs they 
will deny any. Virtue, or Power, in the faid Salt 
at all.

1, This Difeafe ifit has not been of long ftand- 
ing, isthe more eafyto be cured; but if ithas

tera Fracture of the Skull; or be caufed by evil 
Conformation ofthe parts; or proceeds from a 
pure and natural or hereditary Weaknefs of the 
Brain, unlefs that the Skull be opened, and.a 
peice thereof taken out. 

3. And asit, for the moft part, happens either

1, He was a lufty likely Youth, 18 years of 
Age, and of a Sanguine Complexion : this Giddi- 
nefs often troubled him by Fits, but efpecially if 
at any time he.went near Water: It.was accom- 
panied with a darknefs of Sight, which Difeafe 
iscalled Scotoma, and is the worft kind of Verti- 
go; his eyes being fhut, yet neverthelefs all things 
objeted:to the internal fenfe feemed to turn 
round; this Difeafe thus compounded of both 
with Blindnefs is called Scotodinos. 

24 The Seeing is hurt by the too much agitati- 
on of. the Spirits, they being moved either. by 
themfelves , or with the mixture of a Vapour: 
‘The Spirits are contained in the Brain its Arte- 
aies and Ventricles, which being vehemently mo- 
ved (without the mixture of a Vapor) repre- 
fents to the Imagination the like commotion,from 
whence arifesa Vertigo.

Fit to feize, although the caufe thereof be incon- 
fiderable... Sometimes a Vertigo isexcited from 
looking down from a high and dangerous place, 
in fuch who are not accuftomed thereto; for 
thereby Fear being moved, the Spirits are fud- 
denly too much diffafed and. drawn back again, 
whereby they are moved unequally and circular- 
ly ; but this no ways happens to.fuch as are not 
fearful.

1. A vertuous woman aged 67,yet of a frefh 
and florid Countenance, fat in Body, when fhe 
had been for fome while obnoxious at firft to a 
fwelling ofthe Face, and very gtievious Fits of 
the Head-ach, the Winter being cold, ‘fhe fell 
into a very troublefom Vertigo, which was ac- 
companied with a trembling of the heart,a fain- 
ting away of the Spirits,and a frequent Inclina- 
ticn and ftriving to Vomit; being lay’d on her 
Bed, fhe was affi&ed with a grievous Giddi- 
nefs, or f{wimming of the head, with fwooning 
dad Symptomatick Vomiting, if at any time fhe 
opened her Eyes, or turn’d her {rem One fide 
to another. 

2. Having vifited this woman, I conjeétur'd 
That the Caufe of her ficknefs was the Convul- 
ive matter tranflated from the exteriour Regi- 
on of the Ffead tothe moft inward Recefles of 
the Encephalon, by whofe Infpiration or het ero- 
geneous Copula, the animal {pirits being touch- 
ed while they leaped forth inordinately towards 
theBrain,they excited the vertiginous diftemper.

2. About the begianiag-of the {pring he percei- 
wed thofe ufual Evacuations to happen more 
fparingly:. Inthe interim he:complain’d of the

Itimes of the year, for the {pace of three years 
‘had been wont-to be afli@ed with Gonvalfive 
' motions: ' 

2. Whilft he by chance lodged here fora few 
daies, about his occafions, growing melancholy, 
he had a fit of his Sicknefs, greater than ufual. 

3. He was wont for two or three dayes be- 
fore hand, to fenfibly feell the coming of his 
Difeafe, ‘viz, from a great commotion within 
the forepart of the Head, and almoit a continus 
al Vertigo, and frequent ditnnefs of his Eyes. 

4. But the fit coming'tipon him, his Eyes at 
the firft were varioufly roled about and invert 
ed; thenacertainbulky fubftance, likea living 
Creature, was feento creep from the bottom of 
his Belly upwards,towards his Heart and Breaft,, 
and from thence to his Head. 

s. I prefling his Belly with my Hand, felt 
very difcerningly this kind of motion, and as

I, ‘@) F g Catarrh, with a great Tumor of the 
Throat, Feaver, Hamorrhoids, &c. 
1, When I began this Work, I thought of an 


uninterrupted continuation thereof, to the per- |

God to deal otherwife with me, and for a feafon 
to put a ftop to thismy Defign; for being feiz 

ed for fome Weeks with a Catarrh, at-taftl 
was taken on Wedne/day the 16 of -Augufr'1681. 
with the Piles, or Hemorrhoids, in {o'vehe- 
ment a manner, as that in two hours time, . they 
were as big outwardly, as a {mall bunch of 
‘Grapes, a thingnot only unnatural, but almoft 
paft all belief . The vehemency of their pain 


excited a Lypirias, or continual Symptomatick 


Burning Feaver; anda {trong binding up of the 
Bowels, together witha great Tumour of the 
whole (vilum, chiefly of the Ton/ille, (olumna, 
Larynx, Pharinx, and parts adjacent. 

2. The Author hereof, is the obje& of this 
Obfervation. Ihave lived for more than.twen- 
ty years, with as much Moderation and Tem- 
perance, I think; as any body elfe could’do ; for 
in all that lonz time, Inever took more Phyfick, 
than one fingle Purge of Sena: if there wasany 
inequality of my Habit of Body, it was inclina- 
ble to cold and moifture; and fomthing of late 
to Melancholy, which caufed a kind of Pining or 
wafting away of my Flefh ; Whether itfhould 
arife from any Grief of Mind, or my Sedentary 
Courfe of Lifes cannot eafily determine ; It 
might be doubtlefs from them both ; this 1 take 
to be as the prime, firft, or remote natural 
Caufe.

Several Phyficians and Chyrur- 
gians.were with Me, but their, Counfels availed 
nothing asto the giving me Eafe, alchough many 
of them were put inExecution, and might be 
probably enough expedients in other Cafes? at 
laft I conceived, That by reafon of the magnitude 
of the Tumor, its black color,land extravafation 
of theBlood,that if theBlood was not taken away 
fuddenly, that the Tumor might be diminifhed, 
a Gangreen mutt neceflarily enfue : Moreover, 
the pain was fo great, that asa Feaver was al- 
ready excited with a Sorenefs of the Throat, fo 
unlets eafe was fuddenly procured, nothing but 
a perfe&Delirium,or Frenzy couldbe forthwith 
expected, 

s. In order to the doing of this, I caufed one 
Fohn Sare a Chyturgian then prefent with me, 
forthwith to apply Leeches tothe part, which 
was done, and a great deal of very pure Blood 
was drawn away; to-the value, ashe Judged, of 
about nine or ten Ounces; fo. that the Tumour 
was apparently abated : After the Leeches 
(which were mary) had done Sucking ; he fo- 
mented the faid Piles for about three hours, or 
more, with Linnen Cloths dipt in bot Claret- 
Wine, the beft and rougheft that could be gotten; 
notwithftanding all this Bleeding and fomenting, 
I had fcarcely the leaft imaginable Eafe, till 
about twelve hours after, at whatcime] fell into 
a little Slumber or Sleep, which was the firft rett 
or fleep I met with from my firft falling ill.

but only to Dye) that thereby I might for a few 
days feclude my felffrom my affairs, from Vi- 
fitants, and indeed as much as might be fromthe 
whole World,before I went hence, to that place, 
from whence (as Fob faith) I fhall never more 
return. Y-went into the Country not above five 
or-fix miles from London, and in about eight or

not that perpetual tickling of Rhzme as before, 
nor was I troubled with much Spitting : alfo 
hereby,[ refted exceeding well. Butas I found 
good one way, Iyfotnd evil another, for the Tz~ 
mor of the Collum waxed greater and greater,

22. In the mean feafcn I was not unmind- 
ful. of the other Symptoms: Outwardly the

thed with the Powers of eAmber, Morning and 
Night, and kept it warm wich a Flannel five or 
fix times double, this gave Me fenfible eafe. 
The internal parts which were Tumified were 
thee dmygdale,the Pharynx and Larynx: The 
Amygdale were fwoll'n toa prodigious bignefs, 
and began to Wax hard, being alittle out of their 
proper Seats, In order to their reduétion, I 
firft for a day or two received the Fumes of 
Pepper cut ofa Bottle upon the parts affli€ted, 
after this manner: Take Afilk, a quart : Pep- 
per in Ponder an ounce ; boyl them together for 
a quarter of an hour, then put all together into a 
Stone Bottle, out of the Atouth of which, let the 
Fumes be receivedinto the Throat. This was 
repeated four or five times, at cnce as hot as 
could be endured, and done Morning and Night 
for two days together ; at every time doing thus, 
viz, Morning and Night, ec. there came above 
half'a pint or more of a cold vifcous, or flimy 
Water, by which I bad much relief, and could 
now fwallow a little :. but to perfeé& the Redz- 
étion of the Amygdala, 1 caufeda Woman with 
her Fingers to force them into their proper 
Places, bef{meating them with the Common (on- 
fect of Alkermes mixt with the C ompound Pou- 
der of Crabs-claws, to an ounce of the firf a 
quarter of an ounce of the lat: This done, I 
could now immediately Swallow without the 
leaft pain or feeming ftoppage. 

23. The Pharynx and Larynx were alfo ve- 
hemently tumified ; andby reafon of the con- 
tinual flux of Humours, a rawnefs happened to 
the fame,with Ulcers which were exceedinz pain- 
ful, Many things were ufed, as firlt Diamoron; 
after that a Solution of Alum and Honey in 
Lime-water: Then a Preparation of white Vi- 
triol: after that a Solution of Saccharum Sa- 
turnt, tha weak Vitriol Water, with many other 
things of like Nature, the leaft of which were 
fufficient to cleanfe and heal any ordinary Ulcer, 
yet they did Meno good atall: but the reafon 
was, the fir/t caufe was not removed, but con- 
tnually affaulced the part afflicted, by which 
means the Ulcer was continued, or elfe renewed:

made of the lean of good fat Fowles, or Buttocks 
of Beef, and Legs of the fame; and Legs of Mat- 
ton, freed from Skin, Fatand Sinews, and boy]- 
ed ina proportionate quantity of Water, till the 
Broth was very {trong, andthe goodnefs wholly 
out of the Meat: This I took inftead of Food, 
and the Milk inftead of Drink, of which I drank 
very largely, and fo continued the fame for five 
or fix Weeks or more, being all the refection 
which I received, and the things only which 
(through the Bleilings of God) were the Sup- 
porters of My Life.

2, This Difeafe had afflited her for about 
18 or20 Months, the Catarrh was very trou- 
blefom to her, for fometimes fhe would be in 
danger of Choaking : her Head-ach was appas 
rently a (phalea, and probably might arife by 
confent from her Stomach ; for her Stomach was 
often out of order,weak,and the digeftive Faculty 
almoft overcome. . } 

3. The whole habit of her Body abounded 
with acold and watery humor; and fometimes 
out of her Stomach would fhe fpontaneoufly 
cafta pint or more of clear Water, without any 
previous Sicknefs of that Bowel, or any difpofts 
ons to Vomit; and fomtimes fhe would have a 
Sicknefs at Heart, as if fhe would Dye away 
immediately.

8. He had been oft times let Blood, and a

fcnfes, ' 

3, She wasa very Comely Lady,and brought 
with her a great Fortune: buc was almoft at 
firft flighted and abufed by her Husband ; 

thence arofe a great difcontent of mind which 
feifing and Continuing long upon her, begat a 
kind of Adelancholy habit. 

4. Notlong after, the wasas fhe thought af- 
flicked with the Pain of the Spleen; which the 
Conceived was encreafed by taking an extream 
Cold, however a Pain fhe had in ber left Side 
and that almoft continually : her (utarrh was als 
motft always the fame, caufing her conftantly to 
fpit, and very much afflicting her in the Night, 

sy. The begining of this Difcontent brought 
alfo upon her the fe Hyfkerick fits ; the Caufe of 
which is a preterratural Convulficn of the 
Nervesof the ALc(entery anc Middrif or Dia- 
whereby that exceeding great rifing 
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up into the Breaft not much unlikea Ball or 
Globeis made. 

6. AndI am the more Confirmed in this opi: 
nion, That chefe Fitts are often Caufed,as afore- 
faid, and not always fimply from the Womb, 
from that fingular obfervation of Dr. wills, 
who beheld the fame in a Min, where the old 
fuppofed Caufe was impoffible to be Sufpected, 
and in the time of my prattife, I have feen two 
fuch like examples, which has very much con- 
firm’d me ia this Judgment, not that I will total- 
ly deny any Caufe to be Inherent in the Womb 
in all perfons. 

7, For I doubt not, but where there are great 
Obftru@tions of the A@atrix, and that part 
abounds with many ftinking and noyfom hu- 
mours; it being as it were the very fink of a Wo- 
mans Body, that Vapours may be Emitted from 
thence, andthat it may alfo have a fhare in the 
Caufe of Ayfterick, Paroxifms. 

8, The original Caufe of the Catarrh, 1 at. 
tribute to be in part from aDiferafy of theBlood 
and. in part from a natural weaknefs of the 
Brain, whereby it is made more apt to Receive 
the Recrements of the fecond Concoction ; in 
the midft of all thefe Griefs this Lady's body 
was much wafted and pin’d away, fo that an 
Atrophiahad taken a real poffeflion of her. 

9. Shehad been almolt always taking Phyfick 
from her Childhood, either to take away or pre- 
vent the Catarrh, to which fhe had been fo long 
obnoxious, fhe many times received good but 
no Cure; Info much thatat {mall diftances it 
again Returnd upon her. 

10. Her prefent affli@ion which had alfo 
been of fome years ftanding,her Phy ficians con- 
cluded to be a Catarrh accompanied with an 
Hettick Feaver ; and one of them, no mean 
man inhis own Efteem, prodigally declared it 
to be an Incurable Mara{mes (1 hope the La- 
dy was fatisfyed that this Gentleman was wholy 
unfit for her Cure.) 

11. She had been my Intimate Acquaintance 
{ome years while fhe was under thefe Llnefles, 


before I any wife Engaged in the Cure, but hav-: 


ing Occafion to be often at her houfe, fhe would 
Relate to me the advice and pactife of her 
Phyficians, and often times askt me my thonghts 
hereof, Oe age :

14. Hereupon fhe Intreated my_ help, and 
that fince fhe was declared Incureable and left 
as Remedilefs by other methads, that I would 
try whatI Could do: I firft of all ordered her 
attrong decoction of Sarfa to be made, as fol- 
lows, Take Spring water, eighteen quarts, mea 
ly Sarfa fplit, each firing into three or four pieces, 
two pound and half: Saffafras, eight ounces : 
Fuice of Liquorice, one ounce : Ratfons of the 
Sun, fat figgs [plit, each half apound: Cortander 
feeds bruifed, fix ounces; bogl all except the 
feeds to the confumption of feven or exght quarts, 
towards the end of the Boyling put in the feeds, 
which Boyl a little, being almoft cold, ftrain bard 
ont by preffing, being throughly fettled, decant 
off the clear and put tt ap into Bottles puting into 
each Botrlea (love [pit, half an ounce of Refined 
fugar, and twofcruples of the Volatile Salt of 
cAmber ; let it beclofe ftopt up. 

15. Of this the drank a bottlea day and fome- 
times more, the ufe of this Diet was Repeated 
and continued fullan hundred days, by which a 
very great Alteration was made in the whole ha- 
bit of her Body, and thislong lafting Catarrh was 
wholy vanithed, and the falt taft in her- Mouth 
was totally taken away, fo that fhe felt it no 
more.

18, By the taking of this Medicine fhe found 
an incredible Relief, the Obftrudtion of her 
Lungs were removed, and the Pain of her Side 
vanifhed, not long after I prefcribed this Medi- 
cament; Take Musk, fourteen grains : Amber- 
grife, five grains: (ivet, one grain: with two 
or three grains of Liquid ftorax, make four Pilts

Outwardly, the Forehead, Temples, 
and Nape of the Neck were Bathed Morning 
and Evening with thé Powers of Rofemary, and 
fomtimes with the Powers of Amber, and. fom- 
times with the Bal/am of Nutmegs, mentioned 
inthe former Obfervation. 


21. Her Stomach and Side likewife were | 


Bathed twice a day, with the Powers of Amber;

11. There is alfoa Medicament for the Sto- 
mach which is as good as any can be ufed, it muft 
be Compounded of the Oy/s of Spike, Worm- 
wood, Mint, Nutmeg, Maftich, with the Infufion 
of Cinnamon, Mace, the Wood of Aloes andClove- 
gilliflowers in Adalmfey, or fome brisk Wine : 
Let the Decoétion be for an hour in a double 
Veffel, and then there willrefult an Oyl, with 
which anoint the Stomach and all its Evils fhall 
{uddenly be removed. 

12. The heat of the Liver may be remitted, if 
you but apply Succory mixt with a {mall quan- 
tity of Vinegar: thefe and the like being ufed, yon 
may eafily overcome the heat of the Liver and 
the Reins ; if the heat be not yetgone, take the 
Whey of Goats Milk clarified. 

13. Nor doth the coldnefs of the Stomach for- 
bid the ufe of thefe things, if before or at the

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fame time the Stomach be cherifhed by the ap- 
plication of hot things. 

14.All thefe inward and outward applications 
do more effectually overcome thcfe S\mptoms 
whena good Diet is obferv'd;therefore it is need- 
ful that fome miftakes about Diet be amended. 

15. You mutt be carefulto avoid allimpure 
unwhoifome Air; you muft be mederate in the 
ufe of Meats, fuch as are of a thin and good 
juyce are fafe, and that which the digeftive fa. 
culty does eafily Concoét, and the Expulfive fa- 
culty does without much trouble deftribute. 

16. If the Food you Eat, whether Fleth, 
Fith, Herbs or Fruits, offend the Head and over 
heat the Liver, it isa fign that they are naught, 
and you muft forbearthem. 

17. As for Drink, let your Wine be good and 
brisk, neither tart nor fowr,but if you take Saf- 
fafras decocted, you may forbear Wine altoge- 
ther, or if you nfeit, it muft be moderately, or 
mix’d witha fecond Decoétion, efpecially ifthe 
Stomach cannot eafily digett Drink of the fes 
cond Decoétion. 

18. Sleep inthe daytime you muft not Co- 
vet, and unlefs Cuftom compel you, it muft be 
altogether forborn ; neither muft you go to 
Sleep, till two hours be paft after Supper. 

19. You muft have acare that the Belly be 
in ayvood temper ; and that it evacuate every 
day or every other day, if Nature work {pon- 
tanioufly, and need but a very little help, you 
may take Stewed Prunes, or Raifons preferved 
with Sugar, and if Nature require it, a little 
frefh or newly gathred Manna, neither dol dif 
aprove of the milder fort of Clyfters. 

20. Amean muft be obferv'd in all Exerct- 
fes of the body ; reft is convenient when the Sto- 
mach is full; but before Meat Exercife is whol- 
fom, Laurentins Scholzins, ex Hicron Cappiz 
vaccio, conf.17.

cians, Blood is tobe taken away, Fridtions are to 
be made in the Shoulder-blades, Necks, Arms,as 
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alfa ftrong Ligatures, a Veficatory is to be ap- 
piyed to the Coronal Suture of Leven, Can- 
tharides and Vinegar. 

3. Inwardly you may take Lohoch of Squils 
or Sea-Onion with Oxymel and Ammoniacum 
(a Gum which comes from a certain Ferula,) if 
the matter be thick and grofs. 

1. But if the matter be thin, you may ufe 
Pills made of Cynoglofs or Hounds-tongne, yet 
fo as that you exceed not one fcruple in the 


Dofe. .

15. And both the {pirits flowing in, being 
too much Burthened with an Heterogeneous 
Copula from their due Irradiation, and alfo 
varioufly moving thofe Implanted inevery part, 
did Incite them as it were with a Diabolical 
Infpiration,fothatno more obeying the Empire 
of the Will, they ran into inordinate Motions, 
and did renew them, tranflated rapidly here and 
there with a perpetual Reciprocation. 

16. But although the Heterogeneous particles 
being poured forth with the Blood, inte the Brain, 
& thence thruft forth into the nervous Stock,did 
not enter rightly the beginings of all the Nerves, 
but chiefly and almoft only the fpinal Marrow 
and its nervous fhoots; fo that the internal V7- 
cera, alfo the parts of the Eyes, Mouth and Face, 
remained free from any Convulfion, whereby it

/2. The Definitions A Catarrhis a flux of 
Rhume to the Throat and Mouth,coming fome- 
times from the Head,fometimes from theLungs, 
fometimes from Stomach tranflating the pre- 
ternatural or fuperfluous juyce to various. parts 
ef the Body,as the Eyes,Ears, Nofe, Joynts,cc. 

3- The Kinds. A Catarrh is commonly but 
two-fold, one in a fulphureous faline difcrafy of

4. Ifthe humor (faith Cel/us) flaws fiom the 
Head into. the Nofe, it is fmall, if inthe Jaws 
it is worfe, if upon the Lungs, it is worft of all; 
and faith Hippocrates, a Catarrh is {carcely to 
be Cured jn fuch as are very old, 

s. The greater the Lywphatick-flax , the 
more difficult is the Cure, andif it be Caufed 
from the evil difpofition of the Stomach, it) is to 
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much the more dangerous,left the humor fhould

2. After a few Months fhe was happily 
brought forth of a Child, who was unhappily and 
fadly afflited with the Falling-fickne® ; to 
whom many Medicines were exhibited by feves 
ral Phyficians of this City,and by me alfo;but all 
invain, the Difeafe grew fo faft, that fhe dyed 
before fhe arrived at one year old. 

3. Tome it feemed moft probable, that the 
imagination of the Mother, was the Caufe of the 
Difeafe in the Child,

2. This diftemper is much more grievious, 
than that which preceeds fimply from a Difteme 
per of the Brain, becaufe the Symptoms cone 
comitant are more numerous and vehement, It 
is to be known as before is faid, from a preceed- 
ing Diftemper of the Womb, wherewith the Sick 
has been for fome ‘time afflited, as Tumors, 
Wounds, Ulcer, Wind, Filthinefs, @c. from 
whence comes, pain, ftink, putrefaction, fits of 
the Mother fo called, &c, 

3. Ifthe caufe be from the Womb affe&ted, 
the Sick feldom or never foams at Mouth, but 
there are prefent alfo allor moft of the Symp- 
toms of Hyfterick fits: for thereisnot only a 
Convulfion as in a fimple Epzlep/y ; but there 
are alfo prefent other Symptoms, proper to the 
part affliged, . 

4. Some Authors take the caufe from feetid 
vapors arifing from the Womb, proceeding from 
a malign and putrified matter,not always of one 
kind, but fomtimes proceeding from the feed, 
fomtimesfrom the Blood, fometimes from vi- 
tious humours, which infeft fometimes one part, 


‘fomtimes another, fomtimes the Heart, and 


then ‘it caufes.Fainting and Swooning fits; and 
fomtimes the Brain, whence comes a Vertigo, 
Apoplexy, or an Epilep/y. 

s. If thofe vapours, or that matter be much 
and plentiful ; the Difeafe will be of longer 
continuance ; If little, it willbe the more eafily 
difcuffed.: ific be malign, many evil Symptoms 
will remain after the Fit is over ; ifnot, the fick 
will be pleafant and merry. 

6. An Epilepfy arifing from diftemper of 
the Womb, will be as perdurable as that’ Di- 
ftemper, nor will there be any hopes of curing 
the one, tilla way be found out to remove the

buried, ths fame Patient miraculoufly recover:

never retarned any more ; and the famething 
we have feveral times fince proved infeveral 
others afflited with an Epilepfy, to our very 
great fatisfaction. 

t7. But the reafon of the thing is obvious : for 
in a frefh Skull, the Particles are not fo matu- 
tated or ripened, fo as to fet the volatile parts at 
liberty to operate, as they are in a Skull long 
buried ; the which may beeafily proved in di-

1. If any one be taken with Epileptick Fits, 
and the Caufe thereof be from Worms, it is 
known by thefe following figns: The fick oftens 
times grates their Teeth, and that many times, 
or for the moft-part-intheir Sleep; there are 
alfo many fuwer Belchings, which by little 
and litcle filling the Mouth with an acid humor, 
the Teeth be fet extreamly on edge, as if they 
had been eating of fowr things : and comnaon- 
ly the Breath ftinks, or fmells not well. 

2. They are often taken with a trembling 
of the extream parts, and many times are af- 
frighted, and vehemently cry out intheir Sleep: 
there is alfo an Itching of the Noftrils and end 
of the Nofe, caufing a great defire to rub the 
fame : about Evening, ‘or inthe Night time,the 
fick is troubled with much {pitting : fomtimes 
there isa great heat and flufhing in the Face,and 
that ofa fudden, with a pain and gnawing of the 
Stomach and Bowels. 

3. And in fome perfons there is a contraction 
of the Mufcles of the 4bdomen, with a grum- 
bling of the Guts and torment ; coftivenefs of 
Body, dry Cough, Hiccough, or fome ill taft

14. Medicines taken, which ftimulate the 
Expulfive faculty of the Stomach and Guts 5 
if they excite thofe parts too much, as they ex- 
cite a Convulfive motion, whichis by Hiccough- 
ing ; fo, if they be very tharp, biting, and burn- 
ing, asthofe things put upinto the Nofe, they 
excite fneezing. And fo a purging faculty, 
efpecially joyned to them, by which they folicite 
Nature atonce, very much, both by Vomit and 
{tool produce Convalfons ; fuch ashappens by 
Hellebor, Euphorbium, Aron-roots, flowers 
of Antimony and other like things ; 
deadly too, if by too much infinuating of thems 
felves into the parts they ceafe not to exagitate 
them : but not yet deadly, if when they firft be~ 
gin to folicite Nature, being repulfed by her, 
they be caft forth upwards and downwards, ,as I 
have obferved from the ufe of Vitrum Anti- 
monij, and Afarabacca, fome feeling only fore- 
runings 
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tunings of a Spa/m in their Thighs, but others Palfie; which fncezing, arifing from the fame 


alfo Convulfve, tohave returned again to them-

1§. Corrupt and putrifying Blood, if it be 
carried into the Genus Nervofum, or Nervous 
| Syftem, by its difaflection may caufe Conval-

the fubftance of the Brain, ( whence rather an 


efpoplexy would follow ) but only wounding

16. (roler of all the humors is commonly 
the principal, as well the Yoll.w as the Green 
and the Black, which by its Acrimony is wont 
to ftimulate andirritate the Nerves aad Ner- 
wofe parts ; the which alfo by its thinnefs, it the 
more eafily enters: which in Cholick Pairs, 
does caufe thofe Convujsfions ; not only becaufe 
it breeds thofe excruciating pains; but alfo, 
becaufe, infinuating it felf into the Stomach and 
Guts, it doth too much provoke them witha 


‘Kind of Cauftick vertue or force, which Cone 


wulfions \aft as long as this acid humor ceafes 
not to irritate; fo that there is no need to fan- 
cy any other reafon, that it is far-fetcht to the 
Werves, if itoughe to canfe Covulfions: Alfo 
if a Covalfion proceeds from -duger, they think 
it may happen, by reafon of the boyling and 
effufion of Choler; although that rather pro- 
ceeds from too great a motion of the mind ftir.

acrid humor, -diftilling alfo from the Brain in- 
to the Nofe, is wont to gobefore and Prefage; 
Whence fome think, the cuftome of praying 
[ God fave you | after {fneezing, took its firft 
tife; for that it had been obferved that fneex- 
ing was fomtimes a fore-runner of an Epilepfy, 
or ‘Convalfion. 

£8. Filthy and acrid Vapours, alfoif fome 

matignity be joyned, being raifed inthe body, 
and efpecially placking and twitching the de- 
ining of the Nerves; or elfe where, provok~ 
ing and irritating efpecially the greater, do be- 
s€¢ Convalfions, which they fay, are caufed by 
confent, or Compaflion ( as we may better 
{peak in Our Diale& ) fach as are from Viti- 
ous, corrupt, and Putrid meats, humors, Ex- 
crements, Worms, colle&ed in the Stomach, 
Guts, Womb , Veins, in divers difeafes and 
difattedtions of thofe parts, or of the whole Bo- 
dy, asthofe raifed from Feavers, all which do 
produce Convulfions, and which are ufual to 
follow thofe difeafes. 

19. But fuch things which excite Convul- 
jfions from a Malign and Poyfonous Quality, 
are various: which according to the Diversna- 
ture of Poyfons, and as they are either inimi- 
cail only tothe Genus Nervo/um, they do in- 
fe& that only, or the Brain alfo with it, and 
fo produce Convulfions ; where, the Brain being 
hure or difafected withall, other accidents do 
continue in the organ of the Senfes after the 
Convulfive fit is over, efpecially in az edlie- 
nation of mind ana depraved motion, Among 
thefe Poyfonous caufes, that fometimes offers 
it felf, which by its prcpriety, and private hart 
brings forth the fymptom of a Catalep/y, rather 
than of a true Convalfion, Yet becauife it is 
a Difeafe very feldom happening, it evidently 
demonftrates, that feldom fuch a Venenate 
Quality . is raifed or breed in us, which may 
produce or excite fuch an affect in our B idles $ 
but very often that, which ftirs up Epilepfes 
and Convalficns: Now of what kind foever 
that is, its fountain and original fomtimes lurks 
intrinfecally in the Brain, or Bonels ork vins, 
or inthe Aabit of the Body, and {ern’:mes Ex- 
trinfecally to the Bocy, 
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20, Somtimes (onvulfions vehement and of 
long continuance have been caufed from the 
corruption or Apoftemation of the Membranes 
of the Brain, by reafon ofa filthy vapour raif- 
ed from them, and at fet times entring the Ven- 
tricles of the Brain; as Fernelius once obferved 
in the diffeGion of an Epileptich: yet this 
caufe for the moft part, pofl.fling the fub- 
tance of the Brain, or its Ventricles, fhould 
rather induce an 4poplexy, than Convulfions. 
However, in the mean feafon we do not deny, 
but chat the caufe ofan Epilep/y or Convulpons 
may often:imes lye in the Head; for that we 
m<et wiih many bclte within the skull; in the 
niembranes of the Brain, in its fabftance, and 
in its humors, which raging with their poyfon- 
ous and malign quality (at fet times, as the 
nature of the Venom may be ) by provoking the 
Membyanes and Genus Nervofum, do caufe 
either a long continued, and aloft incurable 
Epilepiie ; or Vehement and horrid Convzl- 


fions. 

21. But the nature of the Venenate caufe, 
Ifo of other Poyfons, we can no otherwife 
know,, than as by difle@ions made, fomtimes 
a {peck, or little {pot is aifcovered; fomtimes 
fome black or frothy humor, in fome inward 
part of the skull, orbone, or membrane, or 
Brain-it felf: and fomtimes-nothing at all can 
be difcerned:. But then that it is of a poyfon- 
ous quality, we gather from this, for that there 
isno muanifeft caufe, of any great moment, yet 
neverthelefs fuch. horrid fymptoms are pro- 
duced, which although they kill not the fick, 
will yeeld to no remedies: 

22, This Venenate. caufe, alfo lying in the 
Bowels, may produce the like long continued 
and rebellious Epilepfies or Convulfions ; as Poy- 
fons taken. into the Stomach and Guts, which 
have fomtimes the properly of begetting an Epi- 
Lepfy or Convulfions :. Or meat changed into the 
nature of Poyfon: Or Excrements afluming a 
V enenate. quality contaised in thofe places, as 
alfo in-the Womb, or other parts.. Of all 
which that thefé are the caufes,and do:lie in the 
YWeins, is known and judged, from the aff@es 
concuring with them ;. Or from others offering 
themfelyes. about. the Precordia and Heart- 


ra! 
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{trings ; or in the Veins ; Or from the difaffe@i- 
on ofthe Stomach or Womb. 3 

23. The Veins in like manner, if they be 
filled with Malign and Poyfonous humors of 
this kind, as ic often hapens in Malignant and 
Peftilential difeafes, as {uch as are Epidemicall 
and Contagious, where the Malignancy doth bee 
fiege the Heart, and more efpecially the Genus 
Nervefam, do after a more particular manner 
excite deadly Convulfions, fuch as are wont to 


happen in Feavers; fo much not by reafon of 


the great hurt of the Nerves from extream: 
heat, as fromythe venenate quality of the hu- 
mor affaulting the Animal {pirits both in the 
Blood avd Nerves.. Or, if without any 
fuch Peftilential, Epidemica! or Contagious di- 
feafe, the humors heaped.up in the Veins, fhould 
be changed into a Poyfonous property, inimical 
to the Brain and Nerves, then Epileptical Cone 
vulfions would rather be induced, than the 


others, more efpecially if the AZelancholy bu- 


mor. fhould meet with fuch a transformation, 
which fomtimes brings along with it a deep hy- 
pochondriacai Melancholly, foolifhnefs, frenzy, 
or Madnefs; and from this caufe does proceed 
along continued and incurable Epilepfie : 

24. Moreover as a Venenate caufe raifed 
from the fame, may caufe fome foort Madnef 
(being. produced from matter colle@ted in the 
Meferaick veins whether Laéteal or other; ) fo 
that may alfo produce ratherEpileptich Cone 
vulfions than Hy pochondriacal Melancholy , 
whence alfo fome think that a Catalepfie is cau- 
fed; which we hold to arife from-{ubtil. Va- 
vapours, afcending from a contaminated ma- 
lign or venenate, Melancholy humor, and with:

while not Vomiting, and his ficknels {till in- 
creafing,.a violent Feaver feized upon him, 
with putrefaétion of the humors, and about 
midnight by reafon of the vehemency of his 
ficknefs and Feaver, he was taken with (on- 
vulfion fis. 

2, Upon this a Dogtor was fent for, who

3. This not doing, fome of his Friends fent

z. Her Husband fent for me,,in one of her 
extremities, and requeited my help: I faw 
that the Sick was weak, and that her D.feafe 
had made a deep impredlion upon her; that ic 
wag dubious whether fhe would recover or no; 
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and that without {peedy relief fhe mutt inevi- 
tably perifh; laftly, that the abating of the 
fymptoms, and aleviating of her pains, was 
firft to be attempted, before wee meddled with 
the Caufe, becaufe they threatned the life of 
the fick moft, 

3. Upon thefe confiderations, I firft ( be- 
caufe her body wasbound ) exhibited this fol- 
lowing Clyfter: Take decottum (ommune, a

to be well bathed, Morning and Night, with 
the following mixture: Take powers of Ame- 
ber, eight ounces :

6. With that mixture her Head, Temples,.

this bathing wascontinued for about twelve or. 
fourteen days, fo that her Convulfion fits fo. 
totally vanifhed, as that fhe had no more of 
them: And that we might Corroborate her- 
inward parts alfo, Fordered her to take al- 
ternatim, a {poonful of the Spirit of Saffron, 
and the like quan:ity of powers of Cinnamon, 
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s. But by reafon of the Extremities of her: 
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that is to fay, one day Spirit of Saffron, and 
the. mext day, the Powers of Cinnamon: for 
that Nature is delighted with Variety as well 
as Congruity, and although one of thofe Cor. 
dialls might have been enough ; for the ftrength 
ning and encouraging of her, and for chear- 
ing of the Spirits, yet the Stomach is delight- 
ed with diverfity of Medicaments of the {ame 
kind, which is a remark worthy the noting: 
for if the Stomach refufes what is given, and 
its tone be weakened, by theunity and likenefs 
or famenefs of things, all other Medicaments, 
deftinated againft the Difeafe, are certainly 
given in vain, 

7. Refpit being given to this Oar fick Pati- 
ent, and in fome meafure reftored from her 
fo great weaknefs by the Exhibition of Opiats 
and Cordials, with the external application of 
the Powers aforementioned, I ordered the 
Chyrurgian, R. D. my particular Friend, to 
make a fearch for the {tone, which he plainly 
felt, and with dexterous Arc, extratted it by 
Inftrument through the ALeatus Urinarius + it 
came forth in two peices, or elfe there was two 
ftones : about the bignefs of large Nutmegs, 
with fome leffer ftones, about the bignefs of gray 
Peafe, or Cherry-itones.

of this fhe took the quantity of two drams,

He took four 
ounces of it at a time, Morning, Noon, and 
Night, with the Drops of the Powers, and 
fomtimes of the Tincture of Caftoreum afore- 
faid. 

4. But by-reafon, the Conwzlfians came 
often, andheld him. very ftrongly, we were 
forced to have recourfe to Opiates ; amongft 
whichI exhibired at firft two grains of my 
Landanum, at bed-time, in a glafs of Rhenifh 
Wine and Sugar: this was done four times:

8. After this worthy Virgin had tryed with- 


out much benefit, divers Medicines -and reme-' 
‘dies, prefcribed, by feveral Phyficians, the was 


at lafihelped by making ufe of the moft tem- 
perate Bath at the Bath, thenbeing prefently 
married, after fhe had conceived and was 
‘brought to bed, fhe grew well by degrees. 

9. If the reafons of the whole Difeafe and 
its accidents be enquired into, without doubt 


‘the convulfive diftemper, was firft of all ex- 


cited from the tumor or pained place of the 
Breft ; the caufe of which was, partly the 


moft fharp fenfe of Pain, being impreffed 


from its.fibres and nervous parts, and partly 


from the Heterogeneus Copula, being affix- 


ed on the fpirits inhabiting thofe fibres and 
Nerves. 

io. For truly it may be fufpe&ted, that the 
moit {harp humor impaéted in the tumor, which 


‘perhaps had in fome fort flowed thither, by

11. Then the convulfive diftemper, when it 
firft had begun in the extremities of the Nerves, 
being continued through their paflages, even 
to the Head, was wont to caufe the infenfible- 
nefs and from thence leaping back upon the 
whole nervous fyftem, the convulfive mcti- 
ons, of the limbs and all the members were 
excited, 

12. The fits about the begining of the fick- 
nefs being excited after this manner ; By rea- 
fon of Pain, from the diftempered part, were 
carried fecondarily to the Brain and its appens 
dix: But.afterwards when the fpirits inhabiting 
thofe places, being often explofed, by fympaz 
thy, had-fo loofened and weakned the Pores 
of the containing parts, that there lay opena 
paflage within the fame for all Heterogeneous 
particles to enter, with the Nervous juice, 


the convulfive Procetarxis or more remote 


caufe, alfoincreafed in the Head. 

13. And the fpirits inhabiting the Encepha- 
lon, being infeed with an Heterogenous (a- 
pala, they themfelvesbegun the,cosvulfive fit, 
or at leaft afforded the firft inftin® to its af- 
fault, which did return for the moft part at 
fuch‘fet hours after eating, becaufe the mor- 
bifick matter was carried in, together with the 
nervous juice, almoft in an equal dimention. 

14. In truth, in fuch cafes, where the 
Convulfion being general doth poflefs almoft 
all the parts of the whole Nervous fiftcm fuc- 
ceflively, we may fufpedt, that the animal f{pi- 
rits, had contracted an Heterogenous and ex- 
pulfive Copula, in the whole nervous tftock, 
which when ic is rifen, at the fet time, to a 
fullnefs, incites the {pirits themfelves at the 
appointed time in like manner to explcfions, 
and the fame explofion being begun fome 
where, is propagated in order toll after the 
manner of a fiery enkindling. 

1s. As to that empty Cough, which fuc- 
ceeding the fomentation of the Head, exercifed 
this fick perfon almoft inceflantly for many 
months, it feems that this fymprtom fhould de- 

end altogether from the nervous origine being 


within theneighbouring Nerves, by confent of | diftempered,and rot at all on the ftufhing ef the 
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Lunes, for fhe did not avoid any thing with 
the Cough. 

16. And, ifat any time that force of Cough- 

ing was violently reftrained, prefently fhe was 
troubled with the fence of choaking in her 
Throat ; fothatit is very likely, the morbifick 
matter laid up near the nervous origine, being 
rarifyed and ftirred by the fomentation, entred 
mre deeply into the heads of the Nerves, ap- 
pointed for the Lungs, and ftirred up in their 
fibres, and filaments, perpetaal Convalfions, af- 
ter the like manner as when the nervous juice, 
which waters the fibres and tendons of the Maf- 
cles, being made fharp and degenerate, indu- 
ces to thofe parts continual leapings and con- 
tradions. 
17. Hence when a Convalfion or {pafm was 
ftopped, in fome branehes of the diftemper’d 
Nerves, fo as fhe could not Cough,prefently the 
convulfive motion runing into other branches 
of the fame neighbouring Nerve, ftirred up 
that choaking inthe Throat: I will here pro- 
pofe another example of a Convalfion, arifing 
from the extremitys of the Nerves being af- 
feted.

1. A noble matron, of fifty years of age, 
after her Courfes for about half a year had 
left her, fhe begin to complain of a pricking 
pain in her left pap, then afterwards that di- 
{temper leaving her, fhe was ill about the Ven- 
tricle, for there arofe a hard and {chirrous tu- 
mor with a fad pain. 

2. Upon this came an inflation of the Sto- 
mach with difficulty of Refpiration, a nau- 
feoufnefs and frequent vomiting. then the Di- 
feafe encreafing, with a more fharp pain run- 
ing about here and there fhe fell into convulfive 
dittempers of the Ventricle. 

3. In that place the was almoft continually af- 
HiGed with (onvwlfiovs varioufly runing abvut, 
jaft as if her Wentricle had been tarn in peices, 
defides 4 conftant perturbation of miud with 
thirft and watchings, and frequent deliquium 


of fpirits, and as if fhe had been jaft dying ; 
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| all which fymptoms fhe plainly perceived to 


arife from that tumor in her Ventricle, 

4. They faw that all vomitory, cathartical, 
antifcorbutical and Hyfterical Medicines did 
her no good, but were rather hurtful and trou- 
blefom: the received fUme benefit by letting 
Blood by Leehes, and by the ufe of Affes-milk : 
And by the long drinking of Spaw- waters fhe 
was much eafed. 


s. The aforefaid fymptoms, which come, 


monly are afcribed to the Hyiterical paflion, 
and the vapours from the Womb,here plainly 
appear, to have proceeded froma tumor, ari- 
fing about the bottom of the Ventricle. 

6 For that the Blood of this Gentlewoman; 
being very hot and Melancholick, when it could 
be no more purged by her Courfes flowing from 
her, it laidup its recrements, and aduft fecu- 
lencies, at firft in her Breft, and then froma 
new begining in the membranes of her Stomach, 
from the tumor. there made, fharp and hetero- 
geneous particles falling down perpetually, en- 
tred the. fibres and Nerves, planted round a- 
bout, which cleaving continually to the fpirits, 
dwelling in and flowing into thofe parts, excit4 
ed them to frequent explofions, and fo made 
convulfive diftempers, in all the neigbouring 
parts. 

7. But the convalfive motions fomtimes were 
more light in that place, hence it appears that 
the whole nervous. ftock and’ thé Head it felf 
(as is wont to be in greaterConvulfions) had not 
as yet been touched, with the fame diftemper, 
but the diforder of the fpirits arifing about 


the parts affeted, and from thence tranferr’d © 


by a fmaHer undulation or waving to the 
Head, and fo only lightly difturbing ‘the {pi- 
rics, tnhabiting it, induced watchings, with a 
great heat, and perturbation of the phantafy. 


8. What we have hitherto difcourfed of Cone 


vulfons, from the morbifick fetling upcn either 
end of the nervous fyftem, will more clearly 
appear, when we fhail hereafter treat parti- 
cularly of thefe chief kinds of (onvalfions ; vit 
the Hyfferical , Hypochondriacal and other 
paffions. 

9. In the mean time, there will be no need 
to add a curatory method for this Ayputhefis 
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of Convulfions, arifing by reafon of the ex- 
tremities of the Nerves being aflected, becaufe 
the ways of curing may be better accomoda- 
ted, to the patlions of this kind, hereafter parti- 
cularly to be fpoken of. 

1o. But for the prefent it behoves us to 
proceed to the unfolding of the convulfive paf- 
fions; whofe caufe or morbifick matter feems 
to fubfatt within the nervous unfoldings,, 

11. Wee have largely enough in another 
place difcourfed of the nervous foldings, and 
in their defcription and ufe, we have fhown tt at 
it isvery likely the more grievous fits of con 
vulfive motions, begining oftentimes wacbin 
thefe parts, are from thence propagated on eve- 
ry fide, into the neighbouring parts, and net 
feldom to a great diftance. 

12, At leait that itfeems much more pro- 
bable, that the Heterogenous and Explofive 
particles, after that they have overcome the 
tra& of the Head and its medullary appendix, 
and being more deeply flidden into the chanels 
of the Nerves, and their paflages, together 
with the juice watering them, do f{pread their 
ftores within the nervous foldings, as it were in 
crofle-ttreets, and by-paths, and there fom- 
times make their ftations, until at length, be- 
ing more ‘plentifully heaped, they as it were 
with culle&ed forces, produce the more cruel 
convulfive Diftempers, 

13. This I fay, appears to be much more 
probable,than what is commonly faid to fuppofe 
them vapours, arifing from the Wornb, Spleen 
Ventricle, or any other inward part, on which 
all che faultis eafily thrown. 

14. For within thefe fuldings, there are {pa- 
ces large enough for morbifick mines, that the 
matter may be there at leifure laid up and 
remain, till it be gathered toa fullrefs. 

1s. Butthen becaufe we believe, that great

17, For, when I oppened the dead Body of a 
Gentlewoman, who had been exceedingly trcu- 
bled with (as they fay ) fits of the Mother, cr 
Ayfterical diftempers, I found the Womb who- 
ly faulelefs, but the Nerves near the foldings 
of the Afenfentery, as it feem’d, only to be 
lifted up, and elevated to a bulk, and the mem- 
brans of that appeared torn and locfened one 
from another, as be ng on every fide tumid and 
lcofe, as itwere blownup in’o little bubbles, cr 
bladders.

1. There are more ccnfiderations of fulid 
reafons, whereby we are induced to bel‘eve, 
that the paflions called Hyjferical do moft of- 
ten arife, from the convulfive matter, heaped 
up within the Mcfinterick cnfuldings, and by 
turns explofed: which fhall be mere clearly 
manifefted where we efpecialiy treat of thefe 
Difeafes. 

2. But neither is it lefs probable, that the 
Collick pains do very often proceed from a 
more fharp and irritative matter, contained in 
the fame enfoldings. 

3. Befides as the convulfive fics feem to be~ 
gin from the Spleen, or Ventricle, by reafon 
the beginings of which are Inflations, and very 

reat difturbances of thofe parts, fo itis likely 
that the neft of the convuifive matter, was hid

6. Which kind of Convalfions, vexing the 
parts fo oppofite, and at fuch diftance, by 
turns, when they did proceed from one and the 
fame feat of the Difeafe, planted in the middeft, 
it will be obvious to conceive, That the grieved 
place, as the origen of either convuitive af- 
fection, was the Ganglioform enfoldings, plan 

ted near the Parotide, or the-two chiet arteries 
of the Throat: imto which the Nerves both of 
the wandring pair defcending from the Head, 
are entred, and out of which the fhoors do 
{tretch themfelves, into the Mufcles of the 
Throat, and Branching into the Precerdia, 
and Vicera. 

7. Further, from the fame caufe, to wat, the 
convuifive matter, heaped and by turns ex- 
plofed within the Ganglioform enfoldings, we 
think, and not undefervedly that fenfe of choak- 
ing in the Throat, fo often excited in the con- 
vulfive fits, did proceed, 

8. But there will be a more fit place tofpeak 
of this, when we {hall particularly handle 
the convulfive difeafe, and fymptoms: we fha!]

I. Taisdiftem er in this Maid being accom: 
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panied with a frequent humid Cough was atfirft 
thonght to be unly a Cold: but within few days, 
this Cough plainly became conyulfive: fo that 
whilft the coughed, the D:aphragma being car- 
ried upward and with a renewed Sif/fo/e, held 
fo long a time that fhe made a great nvife as if 
about to be tuff cated. 

2. Then this little Maid, growing more appa- 
rently feaverifh, compiained of thirit and heat, 
and lay all Night without ileep, with a. mighty 
agitation of her Body, and began to taik idly, 
as if her Coat had fallen into the water; and 
when all things grew worfe, fhe beganto be tor 
mented with convulfive motions, firft in her 
Limbs, by and by inher Face, and then in her 
whole Body: 


3. The Paroxyfms coming by often turns, 


twice or thrice in an hour, did moft grievoufly 
trouble her, fothat this little wretch within the 
{pace of twenty four hours, after the convul- 
five diftempers began to grow more grievous, 
her Animal fpirits being almoft quite {pent, 
fhe dyed. 

4. Whilft the convulfive fits tormented her, 
her Pulfe was very much difordered and often 
intermitting, alfo.a frequent vomiting molett- 
ed her. J 

5. Being fent for to vifie this Maid, alfo too 
late, a little before her Death ; when I could 
contribute nothing to the prolonging of Life, .I 
endeavoured what I could, to find out from 
her death the knowledg of the aforefaid Di- 
feafe. 

6, Therefore having procureddeave to dif- 
fe& her Body, the reafons and marks of the 
fymptoms chiefly urging in this Feaver,: more 
clearly appeared, 

7. Opening therefore firft the lower Belly, 
I found all the Bowels in it found enough, and 
well furnifhe : the Ventricle although tryed 
with empty vomiting, contained nothing be- 
fides the liquour latety taken in at the Mouth: 
For neither in it, nor in its Appendix were 
Worms or fharp humors found, which are wont 
oftentimes to give Caufe to thefe kind- of Conz 
vulfions.

11. Certainly this fhewed,that the feaverifh 
Matter , or the ferous Impurities of the boyling 
Blood, being foon impacted in the Lungs, do 
fo ftuff up their Pores! and Paflages, that the 
Blocd it felf being in its wonted and free Cir- 
culation there ftagnated, and being extravafated 
did excite a certain Inflamation. 

12. We found no defs clear Track ‘of this fo 
deadly Difeafe in the head: For the Shell of 
the Skull being removed, prefently the Veffels 


creeping through the Adminge, were feeh to 


fivell.very much with Blood, as if almoft the 
whole mafs of Blood were gathered together 
in the head. 

13. For the Veins*being cut or broken, a- 
bout the inwards of the lower and middle Bel- 
ly, little Blood flowed forth :~ Befides thofe 
Membranes which cloath the Cerébe/, and be- 
ing higher fpread, divide it from the Brain, 
being {prinkled in very many places with extra- 
vafated Blood, were noted to be of a black- 
purple Colour ; that it was not to be doubted,

14, Thefe Coverings being taken away, the 
Subftance of the Brain was feen to be altoge-

17. Hence by reafon of the Serum being 
plentifully heaped up in the Lungs, and baked by 
the Heat, (the tronblefom Cough, with the 
thick and difcoloured Spittle for the moft part) 
came in this Difeafe, and by reafon-of the like 
Affeéticn, ‘excited within the Head the Verti- 
go, Swimming, StupefaQion and other cepha- 
lick Paffions, conftantly feized on the fick. 

18. Which kind of Diftempers in this little 
Maid, and in her Brother, by reafon of the 
infirm Conftitution of the Brain, before in ei- 
ther of them, being made more grievious ter- 
minated in an Apoplexy. 

19. I might eafily here propofe many other 
Hiftories of perfons of this Feaver at that time ; 
but from thefe now recited, ‘the type of the 
aforefaid Difeafe, may be fufficiently known. 

20. But, becaufe the fame Feaver happens 
almoft every year on fomepredifpofed; and 
perhaps, by reafon of an evil Conftitution of 
the year, may hereafter at {ome time become 
Epidemical, it willbe worth the while to repre- 
fent fome Method about its Cure. 

44. Concerning which, firft of all take no- 
tice, That inthis Feaver no Critical days were 
to be obferved, aS in the vulgar continual Fea- 
vers : For the Blood as foon as it bégan to grow 
hot, potired cuit a part of the morbifick matter 
(as yet crude and not overcotne, from its Eme 
braces) to the Head or Break. 

22, Wherefore, it were vain to expect chat 
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tle Blozd fhould fuffer the Heterogenous Para 
ticles tc be heaped together in ics mafs to a full- 
nefs,tbat from thence a flowring or putting forth 
arifing, at the fet Intervals of time, it might 
thruft the fame fubtilties out of doors, 

23. Yea, rather this growing hot glows not 
with a great and open burning; but like a 
Fire covered over with Chips, fends forth a 
moift {moak or breath, rather than'a Fiame: 
But fothat fromthence, by reafon of the ner- 
vous juyce, being deprayed foon in its difpofi- 
tion, and not'rarely,becaufe of the Lungsbeing 
ftuffed with the confumptive matter, the con- 
vulfive or phthifical or confumptive Symptoms 
did moleit chiefly in the whole Courfe of the 
Difeafe. 

24. It behooves usto defign the curative In- 
tentions, according tothe various times of the 
Difeafe, and the diverfities of the Symptoms, 
chiefly urging, 

25> About the beginning of this Feaver, the 
taking away of Blood, feemed convenient al- 
moft to all :. this kind of Remedy, I oftenexpe- 
rienced with fuccefs, in little Children ; for 
that bythe means, as.it were another breathin 
place is opened to the mafs of Blood, filently 
and covertly growing hot, and obtruding its 
foot and fmoak on the morenoble parts; and 
for that reafoa its impure efllarefcencies or-put- 
tings forth, are drawn away from.the Brain and: 
Lungs. 

26. Therefore; although this Feaver of an 
ill condition,, may be accounted as it-were ma- 
lignant ; yet for asmuch, as the Blood is not 
prefently apt'to-be coagulated, but-to be too 
much powred forth, and to reftore its ferofities 
onthe nobler parts, to wit, the Brain and Lungs; 
therefore Phlebotomy., if itbe adminiftred in 
the beginning of the Difeafe, is convenient almoft 
to all. 

27. For the fame Reafon; Cathartick Medi- 
cines, and chiefly Vomitory, are adminiftred at 
the very beginning of the Difeafe;, for thefe do 
not: only evacuate the Pifcera. of Cradities, 
and fo draw away: the chief fomenting of the 
BDifeafe, and asit were its-original, but befides, 
they draw forth the ferofities from the Blood, 
and. fo. effect. its. cleanfing, rather. in the Stoz

mach and Inteftines, than ia the Head and 
Lungs. 

28. Further by Emeticks, for that the recejz 
ving Glandules of the Lymphaduéts, are pulled 
with a great fhaking, the fuper fluities of the 
nervous juyce, leaft they fhould evilly afle& the 
Brain, and its dependencies, are expreffed forth 
into the lower Bowels: alfo for this end, the 
Belly is to be kept continually loofe, by the ufe 
of Clyfters, 

29. But inthe meantime, whilft the Blood 
being infeed with the taint of this Difeafe, 
threatens the Brain or Precordia with the evil, 
it will not befafe to attempt any thing Diapho- 
reticks, or {weating Medicines, or Diureticks, 
or fuch as evacuate by Urine, or with Cathar- 
ticks, vomiting or purging Medicines. . 

30. For thefe kind of Medicines, for as 
much, as they greatly pour out the Blood and 
compel its Serofities into more open. I fluings

from, the mafs of the Blood; are eafily obtru- 
ded on the Brain or Lungs, when they are of a 
more feeble Conftitution. 

31. So ina perfon (in another place menti 
onéd, ). lofs: of {peech came upon the raifieg of 
an untimely Sweat : alfo I have known that 
Sudorificks,. no other than Chalybeats, in the 
morbid difpofition of the Lungs, have brought 
ona waiting or Confumption. 

32. Phlebotomy therefore; and if-reed be 
Vomiting and Purging, either one, or other, or 
both, being to be made ufe of at the very begin. 
ing of the Difeafe, the other intention thall be 
to draw away: the: morbifick Serofities of the 
Blood, apt-to flow forth on the Head-or Brett, 
and to derive them gently by other ways of 
evacuation, and to put:them forth out of 
doors, 

33. To thisend; Vefcatories or Bliftering 
Plaifters, ought to be applyed to the nape of the 
Neck, or Parotide, or Jagular Arteries, or ta 
the Arm-pits, or: to the Groin, or about the 
Thighs, or-Calves- of the Leggs, fometimes in 
this part, fometimes in that, ro wit, Fhat the 
little Ulcers, being here and there excited; and 
continually running, might plentifully. pour:

34. But Remedies gently carrying the Se- 
rum into Reins and urinary Paflages, are moft 
often adminiftred with fuccefs : For this buft- 
ne({s, diuretical Apozems and Juleps, are to be 
ordained after the following forms :

59. For it might befufpeted that this water 
being diffufed from the Blood, made degene-

For thefe almoft perpetual involuntary moti- 
ons came by turns, to wit, fhakinps of the 
Head and members, or defluctions or movings 
about kere and there. 

2. Befides fhe was affli@ed with avery trou- 
blefom and wonderful C onvulfion, of the Dia- 
phragma and Mufcles ferving for breathing: 
For every minute of an hour and oftner, her 
back-bone was fuddenly bent in, about its mid- 
dle, and together her Breft fhooting out for- 
ward, 

3. Andher Hypocondria being drawn in- 
wards, fhe made a loud fobbing, now double, 
now threefold, but ftill with a lefs and lefs 
noife. 

4. This kind of motion, and ebbing of a 
ctathing’ noife, was wont to come for many 
hours, and fo that fhe might be heard through 
the whole houfe, 

s. And when any fhort interval of this hap-

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ned, fhe was compelled prefently to fhake or 
writh together her Armsand Hands, and fom- 
times her Legs and Feet, and alfo to fling a- 
dout moft furioufly her Head, and by aad

6. And then infpeaking, her Tongue would 
be taken after that manner, that fhe would 
repeat the fame word very often, yea fom- 
timestwenty times at leaft.

and this fpace of intermitfion fhe called her time 
of eafe. 

8. Tho’ in the mean time, her Headand 
Members were carried violently here and there 
with convulfive motions. 

9. If at any time fhe lay on her left fide, 
prefently a contraction of her right Hypochon- 
drinm inwards, with afobbing and noife, vex- 
ed her. ; 

10. Within a few day, her ftrength being 
very much loft by the affiduity of the paflions, 
fhe contraéted fo great an imbecility in her 
loins and joints ofher Legs, that fhe could not 
lean, nor ftand on her Feet : her Somach, 
diftempered either with weaknefs, or the Con- 
vulfion, return’d back, whatever was put into if, 
by vomit, 

11. In this cafe as in the former it evident- 
ly appears that the animal fpirits, not only 
thofe implanted in this or that part or region, 
had contracted an Heterogeneous Copula to be 
thaken off by fome turns, but alfo the {pirits 
influencing fome Nezves, being imbued with 
explofive particles, had brought in the per- 
petual and wandering convulfive motions.

After_a fortnight; by the prefeription 
of a certain country-Woman ; fhe took ina 
draught of Beer, fix-f{poonfulls of blood, taken 
from the Ear ofan Afs, by which fhe feem’d 
on a-fudden tobe cured: For forthwith all the 
convulfive motions did leave her, and fhe re- 
mained free from them twenty four hours, 

29. But yet the Difeafe returning the next 
day, with its wonted force would not give 
place, neither.to that remedy, nor indeed ea- 
ily to any other, fhe therefore for the future 
took Medicines methodically prefcribed : 

2%. Once within fick days fhe was gently 
purged, befides fhe took the powder compofed 
of Bezoar, Pearls. and Coral; with the roots 
ana: feeds of Peony, alfo an EleCtuary, pre-

fuccefs ; within another week, the fobbing

convulfive, motions being grown more gentle, 
by. degrees, very much remitted. 

23. Growing. well of thefe Diftempers, a 
€atarrh falling downin her Throat, the was 
fo much troubled, that the almoft continually 
{pit forth a fharp,and as it werea corrofive fpit: 
tle, as if fhe had had a Salivation by the take- 
ing of Mercury, .which kind of rememedy in. 
deed hath been found to have been the laft 
event in this cafe, 

24. But I wholly abftained from. admini- 
ftring it, becaufe both the fick and her. Friends,

29. Among the many remedies, which were 
taken againft that fournefs, and as it were 
ulcerous difpofition of the Pallat and Oc/opha- 
gus, 1 prefcribed that fhe fhould drink every 
morhing, her own Urine frefh made. 

30. This whilft it was very faltifh, was wont 
to give her great eafe; but at fomtimes, her 
Urine flowed from her thin and plentifully, 
which being nothing falt, but like to four Vi- 
negar, from the drinking of that fhe received 
little or no benefit. . 

1. The reafon of the cafe but now: defcrib- 
ed, feems not much unlike the former, unlefs 
that in this fick Gentleman, the explofive par- 
ticles had entred into more paflages of the 
Nerves, to wit, befides the Appendices of the {pi- 
nal marrow into thofe dedicated for the office 
of breathing,and alfo by fits, into thofe defigned 
for the motion of the Tongue, and almoft perpe- 
tually tormented:the Spirits abounding in them, 
with rage or fury. Thee 
32. But that the cure of this Difeafe hap. 
pened by the falling down of the fharp humor 
into the emunétores of the Mouth and Throat, 
we may from thence gather, that the materi- 
al caufe of this, was the heterogeneous parti- 
cles, and as it were nitrous begotten in the 
blood; which, when from thence being pafted 
through from the Brain, they were carried 
into the nervous ftock,.caufed the aforefaid 
Diftempers, 

3.35 Bat as foon as by the help of remedies 


the more plentiful provifion of that matter was 


hindred, and.the morbifick particles already 
produced from. the blood, Brain and nervous 
ftock, were derived into thofe Emundories of 
the Head, the convulfive diftemper prefently 
ceafed, and within a fhort time, fuch a Crifis 
or fecretion ftill remaining, the perfec cure 
of the Difeafe followed : 

~~ 3q.°For as much as the Urine, being of it 
felf very falt, and as it were Lixivial,became at 
fomtimes fowerifh, which did not give any help 
as the former to the fournefs ofthe Throat, it 
may be hence gathered, that the fait particles 
of the blood and-humors coming away by the 
urine, had a two fold ftate or condition, to wit, 
of-fixednefs and fluedneds.

35. Wherefore the feruim imbued by them 
became now of this, now of that nature, For it 
feems that the faline particles being degene- 
rate within the mafs of the blood, remained’ 
fixed and rendred the urine for the moft part 
lixivial, 

36. But thofe-which flowed without the 
blood, in the nervous juice, or were laid up 
about the folid parts, did degenerate into a» 
fluxor acetoufnefs, and therefore from thefe,. 
being derived into the emundtiores of the- 
Mouth, that noted fournefs of the. Mouth, and 
Oefophagus proceeded. 

37. Moreover when thefe kind of particles 
being gathered to a fullnefs in the nervous 
juice and folid parts, did {wellup and ariling, 
to a fluxion, boyled up into the blood; pre- 
{ently thefe being fent away from thence,. iix 
heaps through the Reins, rendred the urine en- 
creafed in quantity, fourifh. 

38. But for as much as the faline ‘particles, 
being of a diverfe condition, and shat thofe of: 
the fame kind could not be mingled together, 
they mutually maved againft one another, and. 
break their forces, therefore the falt urine and 
not the four healed the fournefS of the Throar. 

39. Ut appearsby a vulgar Experiment 
that the moft fharp fpirits of Vitriol, bythe 
mixture of_the falt of Tartar, or any: other 
lixivial grows very;mild: and yet from thence~ 
appears, that the acid humor, fweating out 
into the parts of the Mouth and Throat of this 
Gentlewoman, came near the nature of fharp 
V-itriol,’ 

40. Becaufe the fume of Tobacco, being- 
taken at the Mouth of the fick perfon, was won- 
derfully {weet, as it happens to fuch, who have: 
before-hand tafted Vitriol. Willis, de morbis:

1. Becaufe we-treat here of admirable Cow2- 
vulfions, which donot ordinarily happen, and 
whofe nature and caufes, ly deeply hid, for the: 
better illuftration’of thefe kinds of diftempers, 
we wiil yet fhew one or two more cafes-no kis 
wonderful than the former. 

2. About ten years fince, I yifited. the Dau ght 
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ter of a certain noble Man, affli&ed after this 
manner with convulfive motions, that fome 
thought her. poffefled with an evil Spirir. 

3. This Beautiful and well fhaped Virgin, 
avout the age of fixteen, begotten of a Para- 
lytick Father, without any evident caufe, about 
the Winter Solftice began togrow very ill. 

4. Ac firft fhe was troubled with the Head- 
ach, though not after a grievous manner, as 
alfo for many days with a giddinefs; then the 
felt now in one of her Arms, then in another, 
a trembling and fudden contraétion, which kind 
of Convulfions, returning often in that day, en- 
dured f{carce a moment, 

§- The next day fittingin a Chair near her 
“Sifter, fuddenly leaping out, the took feveral 
Jumps fucceflively with wonderful Agility, e- 
very Jump being feveral foot in length, then 
when fhe was come to the further part of the 
Chamber, fhe ftood leaping, a great while in 
the fame place, and every time a great height. 

6. When her Legs were quite tired with 
leaping, fhe fell on the Floor, and prefently 
‘fhe flang her head here and there, with won- 
derful Violence, as if fhe.would thake it from 
her Neck. 

7. As {don as the ceafed from this Motion 
for wearinefs, prefently the fame Fury inva- 
ded her Hands and Feet, fo that the was for- 
ced violently to exercife her Members by ftri- 
King the Walls or Pofts, or by beating the Pave- 
ment. 

$. When by reafon of Shame or Modefty, 
before her Freinds and the By-ftanders, fhe did 
with fome kind of violence hinder her felf from 
thefe Motions (for all the while the was her 
felf and fpake foberly) the Diftemper being 
fent inwardly, the was very much affli@ed with 
a very great Oppreflion of the Heart, which 
caufed her to fob and bemoan her felf. 

9. When fhe would eafe her felf, the Fury 
being tranfmitted to theMafcles of the outward 
Limbs, the was forced prefently to leap about, 
to fling here and there her Head, or Arms, as 
alfotorun about the Cham er, or to beat the 
Ground with her Feer, 

10. Becaufe thefe kinds of vehement Moti- 
ons of her Limbs or Vifcera in the Tragedy of 
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\the D.ftemper, did mutually relieve them- 
|felves, returning as it were in a Round. 

11. Goming the fifth day, after this Lady 
was fick, I gave her a Vomit of the Infuffion 
of Crocus Adetallorum, Wine of Squills, and 
Salt of Vitriol,by which fhe vomited feyen: times 
cankered Oyl or Choler, in great plenty, with 
the Mixture of a fharp and as it were vitrio- 
lick Humor. 

12- The next day ten ounces of Blood was 
taken from the Saphena Vein, befides fhe took 
twice a day Antidotes of the Pouders of preti- 
ous Stones, of Mans Skull, and the root of 
Male- Peony : By the ufe of thefe within a week 
fhe feemed to be cured; and fhe continued 
for many days afterwards free from the afore- 
faid Diftempers, 

‘13. But after two weeks at the time of the 
full Moon, the fell into a Relapfe of the fame 
Difeafe more cruel than before ; for befides 
thofe wonderful Leapings and vehement Con- 
verfions and Roulings about ofher Head and

16 After this, I gave her every Morning a 
Draught of white Wine dilated with the water 
of Black-Cherriesy with Sows or Hog- Lice 
bruifed and infufed therein and ftrongly pref- 
fed forth. 

17° By the ufe of thefe the feemed prefently 
to be cured, and was well above a Month: and 
when afterwards, the Diftemper being about 
to return, fhe felt at any time {ome Forezrun- 
ners, prefently by the ufe of the Vomit, and 
the expreflion of the ALiLepedes or Cheflogs, 

fhe averted the approach of the Difeafe. 
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18. Withinthree Months, fhe fo far recove- 
xéd her former Health, that fhe has now lived 
thefe many years free from thofe kinds of con- 
vulfive Diftempers ; But from the time the 
convulfive Paffions wholly ceafed fhe was fom- 
times troubled, about the parts of her Mouth 
and Throat, with a Defluction of a moft four 
Humor, like the vitriolick Stagma. 
"19. Befides, fomtimes fhe was obnoxious to 
the Pica or longing of Women, and at fom- 
times alfo to the Cough, with a difcoloured 
Spittle threatning 2 Confumption,notwithftand- 
ing which, by Remedies ufed in thefe kinds of 
Cafes, the was eafily cured. 

20, Astothee&tiology or rational Account 
of the aforefaid Cafe, there is no reafon that 
we fhould fear to refer both the Caufes and 
Symptoms of this Difeafe to the explofive Par- 
ticles (the Brain being pafled through without

21. Which, forafmuch as they being poured 
forth ingreat plenty, were not reftrained with- 
in private Mines, to be ftruck off gently by 
turns, cleaving every where, both to the im.

22. So that indeed they Were not able at all

28, Befides thefe, the root, andin a great 
part, the branches of the morbifick matter 
being cut off, and when others, asit were An- 
tidotes, hindring every where its Vegetation, 
were carefully adminiftred, what was left of 
it, nature at length becoming fuperior (as fhe is 
wont in thefe critical Cafes) fent away, to the 
Sinks of the Mouth and Throat.

26, And when in this diftemper, ‘the moti- 
ons of the Blood and Heart were almoft whol- 
ly ftopped, therefore there was a {mall and 


almoft no Pulfe, and fhe-became {peechlefs. . 


and-in a manner fenflefs, 

27. The Convulfion of the Vifceraand Pra- 
cordia remitting, a pratling and finging fuc- 
ceeded, becaufe a falliag down or removal of : 
the Spirits as yet explofed, being made from: 
the nervous ftock into the Brain, it changed 
the (onvulfions into an exaltation of the fancy 
and more ready exercife of the phantafms, og 
reprefentation of the imagination. 

28. So long as the Spirits within the middle: 
of the Brain are regularly and orderly explo- 
fed, they bring forth the A&s of the habits and: 
faculties fo much more noble, and as it were 
above the {trength and tenour of natuxe, asin 
this fick Gentlewoman. 


29. But onthe contrary, when the explofions: 


of the Spirits in that region, happen to be in- 
ordinate they caufe, for the moft part, foolifh-. - 
nefs; or at leaft the exercife of their Powers: - 
are incongruous and abfard. 
30, The Convulfions of the Bowels and the: 
phantaftick a@tions relieved one another mu- 
‘tually, and-by turns, becaufe plenty of Spirits 
being difpofed to be {truck off, made their ten- 
| dency, as it were with a direct or reflected wav- 


ing: 
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ing or undulation,now on this part, now,on that 
by turns. 

31. Then laftly, when they were almoft all 
explofed, the more often Convalfions of the 
Vi[cera were ftirred up, and when a {mall band- 
ful only remained to be explofed, that being 
at laft exeluded both from the Head and Bow- 
els, i¢ rar forth into the {fpinal marrow, and 
employed the laft aflault of the Difeafe, in the 
Convulfions of the Arms and'Leggs. 

32, There yet remains one great difficulty 
in this cafe why the fits of this Difeafe were 
‘always repeated exa@tly at fet hours, and yet 
had fo unequal periods, to wit, thatthe com- 
ing of the firft was only but fix hours before the 
fecond, and then the return of the next, did 
not happen but in eighteen hours f{pace. 

33. For the folving of this, itisto be fuppo- 
fed, that thefe fits did depend upon the nervous 
juice being {tuffed toa plenitude, with Hetero- 
geneous patticles: which particles were alto- 
gether conveyed thither from the Bloody-mafs, 
and the Blood did drink up the fame from 

rthe nourifhing juice fent as afupply from the 
Bowels, ; 

34. Thefe being thus fuppofed, we muft 
confider, in what {pace of time, the Bloody- 
mafs is filled with thofe morbifick particles, 
andthen, in what meafure it pours them forth 
into the nervous liquor. 

35. Astothefe, that it may the better ap- 
appear, after what manner it was done in the 
wevfe of this fick perfon, you muft know that 
fhe took in the {pace of twenty four hours only 
at onetime a full meal: to wit, after the fe- 
cond fit was ended, the fupped moderately, 
about {even of the Clock, the reft of the day 
pele without an Appetite, fhe hardly took any 

ood, 

36. Therefore it is probable that the mor- 
bifick matter was poured forth with the nutri- 
ous provifion into the Bloody mafs, chiefly in 
the night; andthat more plentifully than that 
all could prefently be derived into the nervous 
Liquor. 

37. The Heterogeneous particles, which are 
firft conveyed from the Blood into the nerv: us

60. But by the manifold combination of the 
Salts and Sulphurs, ic got a morbid nature af- 
ter avarious manner and kind, and oftentimes 
changes it. 

61. Wherefore inthe moft grievous diftem-

65. Thefe helping nothing, you muft come 
to Cha'ybiats or Steel-medicines ; the tin@tures 
and folutions of Coral and Antimony are. giv- 
en: which kind of Medicines are exhibited in 
fuch a dofe and form, and fo-often, that fome 
alteration may be made by them.on the whole 
Body or nervous juice. | 

66. Moreover, if fuccefs thall fail in. fuch 
like, you muft then proceed to A.exipharma- 
ticks which help againft Poifons, and the ma- 
lignancy impreffed on the humors. 

67. Towit, to infticute from thefé DecoGi- 
onsand diftilled waters of Vegetables, powders, 
Conferves, and other preparations; ani to 
compound varioufly fome with the others, and 
to adminifter them divertly. 

68. It is not improbable that thofe kind of 
Medicites which are wont to be helpful to fuch 
as are bitten by a Viper or mad-dog, or that 
have taken Wolfs-bane or poyfon, may be ufe- 
ful alfo in the aforefaid Convz ifions. 

69... It may. be lawful here, according to

CXI. Of the Prognofticks of Convulfions, 


- Univerfal Convulfions are much more dan: 
gerous than fuch asare particular, by fo much 
as the hurt of the whole nervous Syftem exceeds 
the hurt of a particular Nerve. 

2. Convalfiens in many parts, efpecially in 
thofe near the Brain are very dangerous: fo 
alfo thofe which are in the Mufcles of the Breit ; 
becaufe they hinder breathing, and may fud- 
denly endanger fuftocation. 

3. Convulfions in Infants are mach more 
dangerous than in thofe of Elder years: and 
they are for the moft part mortal in very aged 
people ; becaufe of weaknefs, and the continual 


exhaufting (through the lefitude of the Pores ) 


of the Animal Spirits: fo alfo if it comes of 
too much bleeding, or vehement Purging, for 
the fame reafon ; and in thefe two latter cafes 
it is for the moft part mortal. 

4. Hippocrates faith, fect. 2. Aph. 37. that 
it is better that a Feaver follows a Convulfion, 
than a Convulfion a Feaver ; for a Feaver com- 
ing upos a Convulfion, by its exceflive heat, 
warms the parts, and diffolves the Convulfion 
by taking away the caufe; but on the contraiy, 
a Convulfion coming upon a Feaver, fhews 
Malignancy, and is for the moft part deadly. 

5. Convulfions coming upon the taking of 
Poyfon, are generally mortal ; unlefs the Poy- 
fon can be forthwith retracted, 
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oes Convulbo 
dcadly.: wtctins faith, Tnat he never hard of 
any that was fo taken that ever recovered: and 
the reafon is plain, becaufe the Animal Spirits 
are affaulced in their Original or Fountain, and 
the Convu/fion is of the whole nervousfyftem. 

7, A Tetanos is {aid to be Mortal within four 
days ; butfaith Hippocrates, [ett.s. Aph, 6. it it 
continues longer, it is cured: for the great f{tret- 
ching of all the Mufcles, hinders breathing, fo 
that fuffocation follows, and from thence death : 
now the Convalfon is not the caufe of Death, 
as to the hurt don to the Nerves, but the fuf-

8. By fo much the more vehement the Con- 
vuifion is, by fo much the more dangerous it is: 
the farther the (ouvulfion is from the Brain, fo 
miuch the lefs:dangerous itis, 

9. A Convalfion ismuch more eafily cured 
if the Brain be only affe@ed by confent, than 
if it be eflentially and primarily affeéted : Hipz 
pocrates alfo faith, fect. 5. edphor.r. that (on. 
valfiens caufed by taking of Hellebor are mor- 
tal; and this I faw experienced, upon feveral 
perfons at one time, who had taken Hellebor 
for the Worms. 

10, A Convalfion arifiag from the Hiack 
patlion, is dangerous, efpeciully if it be accom-

11, Convalfions arifing from extream Pains 
ef the Bowells, or parts adjacent to the lower 
Vifcera, are evil. fet.

XR The Pathology of Contra&ures or Con- 
'byattions, and firft of the Notation thereof. 

1. The Names. This Difeafe is called Sw- 
aleeas, Contrattio, the Contraction or fhrinking 
up of apart; as alfo from the parts which are 
contraéted, (which are for the moft part the 
Nerves or Tendons) pheav sivacis, Contrattio

2. The Definition, A Contractionis a pre- 
ternatural Tumor in a Mafcle, hardning and 
fhrinking up a Nerve or Tendon in the fame, 
whereby the Parts adjacent are attracted to it, 
and as it.were bound -up, fo as they cannot be 

-ftretched out. 

3. The Kinds or Differences. Somtimes but 

one Nerve or Tendon is contra&ted: Somtimes 


many; as in a Contraction of the Wrift, and | 


other Joints, where many Tendons meet. It 
is either new and not wholly confirmed, or 
confirmed and of a bone-likehardnefs. It dif- 
fers alfo according to the Scitaation of the 
Parts ; in fome the (ontrattion is in the Arm 
againft the Elbow : in others the Fingers are 
contracted : in fome the Hams are contra&ed :

3. If one Tendon only be contracted the Tus 
mor isnot only the lefs,but the Attration almoft 
inconfiderable: but if many Tendons or Nerves 
be contra€ted, the Tumor is the greater, and 
the Attra@ion very manifeft to the Senfes. 

4. Ifthe matter contracted, be very hard, fo 
as that itis arived toa borey or hornzlike hard- 
nefs, the Difeafe is then confirmed : but this 
is moft common where the Nerves or Tendons 
are very {mall or flender, by reafon of which 
they the more eafily admit of ArefaGtion. 

s- Laftly, a Contraétare isknown by feeling, 
there being always an external hardnefs of the 
Part, not much unlike to the ftreining of a Cord 
or Bow-ftring ; and this for the moft part in 
the hollow or bending of the Joint. 


XXIII. Of the Caufes of 4 Contracture. 


1. The Caufes ofa Contraéture are manifold, 
though the firft and prime Caufe is or can be 
but one, to wit, a deficience or cutting off of 
the animal Spirits, anda ficcafion or drying up 
of the neurotick Juyce, and this may be fom- 
times caufed by a Scirrhus or Node arifing 
fromthe Excrements in the Mufcles, efpeci- 
ally about the Tendons, where many meet near 
the Joints, as is often-times to be feen in the 
bending of the Elbow, Wrifts, Ham, 7c. where- 
in, the Hand in the one, and the Foot in the ce 
therare drawn upwards, the one inwards as it 
were, the other outwards or backward. 

>. Ic fomtimes alfo.ccmes to pafs bya Cals 
lous in a Mufcle, Nerve, or Tendor, whica 
may be caufed froma Weund, by which they 
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were woanded, wherein, though they were not 
wholly cut in two, yet by the gathering together 
of the lips afthe Wound, it contracts or fhort- 
ens the body or tail of the Mufcle, and caufes 
that Part into which it is inferted, to be more 
or lefs bound up.; the which alfo has fomtimes 
come to pafs in a wound of the temporal Mufcle, 
wherein the Mouth was fo drawn up,that it would 
fearcely admitany thing of Food, although the 
moft liquid. And in this cafe it isclear, that 
there is a cutting off of the animal Spirits ; and’ 
while Nature is endeavouring to reftore the 
Part whereby to entertain the Spirits in their 
Channels, fhe, by reafon of their abfence, and 
lofs of the neurotick Juyce, forms only a Cal- 
lous; whence is the generation ofa matter which 
perpetually obftructs the Motion and Courfe of 
the faid Spirits, and confequently of that foft- 
ning Juyce, which in part contributes to the 
conititution of the faid Nerves and Tendons. 
3. There being thus a Siccation of the Muf- 
cles, or the Tendotis, and with them fomtimes 
the Nerves inferted into them being as it were 
wrinckled, fhrunk , or bound up, they become 
hardned, and refemble a Callous, fo as that they 
cannot be extended or bent, and fo in what Sci- 
tuation they remain, in the fame poftare alfo 
they keep the member into which they are im- 
planted, fixt and immoveable, which is either 
more or lefs contracted, according to the ur- 
gency of the firft Caufe - and thefe things fom- 
times come to pafs in old Age, or by reafon 
oftoo much and long continued Labour, which 
too plentifully exhaufting the’animal Spirits, 
caufes the Parts to become ftiff, and diverfl

rt. Although this Difeafe is feldom or never 
cured in aged people, but that for the molt part 
jt degenerates into an Apoplexy, of which they 
die, yet thisin my opinion is rather from the 
formal than efficient caufe, For as much as, if 
the Zacubus proceeds froma bladder of water 
in the Brain, which I twice faw in perfons that 
died_Apopleétick, the Difeafe may be fup- 
pofed:to be incurabie. 

2, But wiere the formal caufe, is either 
from a diftemperature of the Stomoach ox 


{od}; 
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mentitions Blood or vapours are generated in 
the Brain; in this cafe I-cannot conceive but 
this Difeafe may be cured in perfons of what 
age foever, provided no other mortal fymp- 
tom interveen from any other prefent caufe, 
and without doubt this latter is the cafe of our 
prefent Patient, 

3. For although he was very aged, and had 
been for many years troubled with this Diftem- 
per, yet the Paroxy(ms of this Difeafe were 
never excited inhim, but upon eating food of 
evill juice, or fome diforder, or Intemperatute 
in his Diet, or excefs in Drink, or fromthe 
quality of the things received. 

4. For when he drank ftrong Wines he was 
fure to be troubled with it the next Night, fo 
alfo when he did-eat red: Herrings ; nor could 
he remember that he ever in his life, but that 
he had fome fits the next night after the eating 
of red Herings, fo alfoafter other things which 
bred wind and vapours, from which fo'long as 
he abftained, fo long’ he: would be commonly 
free. 

5. But at- length being wearied: with the 
reiteration of them by reafon of his age, he 
defired of me if poffible fome remedy, but I 
knowing how difficult it was to perform fucha 
Cure in o]d ‘people, was loath to undertake ir, 

6. However at length by-many perfwafions, 
X gave him the following things: Take fair 
water, twelve quarts : Fumitory, Spleen-wort, 
Maiden-hair, Angelica, Borage, Buglep;> Mif.

nor, as it was, could I call thofe fits any thing 
but a Melancholy Aladnef, and confidering 
this her conftitution, her chief Difeafe the “In- 
cubus was fo mach the more. infupportable to 
her, for that fhe could not be driven out of the 
opinion, but that it. was a Spirit which baunt- 
ed her. 

4. Her friends requefted my help: her age 
and itrength of body: gave me hopes of cure, 
and her ready compliance to any thing that 
could be don for her, made it fo much the 
more eafy; firft I univerfally purged her bo- 
dy by a very good Panchymagogue, viz, my 
Family ‘Pills with Aloes, which 1 repeated 
fix or eight timesand in a pretty lage dofe, fo 
as that each dofe of Pills pave her twelve or 
fourteen itools: but by reafon her Stomach 
was foul, the firft two or three dofts, gave her 
one or-two vomits, afterwatds her Stomach 
being well cleanfed they only.wrought down- 
wards : fhe took them every 4 or-5 day ; and 
in the intermediate days of taking them ¥ cau- 
fed her conftantly to take Morning Noon,'and 
Night, about half an hour before meals tweh- 
ty five: or thirty drops of Elixir proprietatis 
ina glafs of White or Rhenifle Wine : and up-

it fall upon the Ground. 

3. So greatly was the Mind of the Youth pof- 
feffed herewith, that he believed it conftantly 
had the impudence to. come when he was awake, 
that he has feen it come in the likenefs of a Cat, 
fomtimes of a Dog, and fomtimes of another 
Creature, but oftentimes in the fape of an old 
Woman which he had fome fufpition of; and 
believed did practife againft him, and although 
that he thus faw itcome, and was thus fenfible 
of ir, yet that he was always fo charmed and 
taken therewith, by a kind of Enchantment, as 
he thought, that he could no ways refilt ic ; bue 
that it took him, after the manner of fome 
unconquerableand uncontroulable power. 

4. By reafonof his continual Affliction, and 
the Youths manifold Complaints, his Parents 
were forced at length to fend for a Phyfician,

between fleeping and waking, feeling. thefe 
preflures, he would either dream or fancy thefe 
aforefaid AGions of Witches, or Devils, 

s. So that his Mind being thus extreanly af- 
feted therewith, he could by no means be drie 
yen out of the perfwafion : and though being 
raifed, and fet upright, the Vapours would, be 
difcuft, and the Paroxy{m ceafe forthe: pre- 
fent ; yet lying down again, it would ina ve- 
ry fhore time ‘return again, in fo much,that 
he would have more than.twenty. Fitsiin a 
Nights time. The Phyfician declared ‘further, 
That the Vapours being difcuft the, Paroxy{m 
then ceafed, but the feeds of the Difeafe re- 
maining, upon the collection or acceflion of

The AUTHORS obfervations. 


1. -4 Trembling ix ayoung Man from ex- 
ceffive drinking of Brandy. 
t, A Young Man of about twenty eight 
years of age, having acquired a Tremz 
bling of his extream parts, through his much 
drinking of Brandy, and other ftrong liquors, 
defired my help, it being extream_ troublefom 
to him: And whereas, it might have been 
thought, that he fhould have been very hot 
and inflamed, he on the contrary acquired a 
pale countenance, anda very cold difpofition 
of Body, 
2. The reafon of this thing being inquired in. 
to, was found to be from the weak conftitution 
of his Body ; for as much as many that drink 


ftrong liquors in like manner, are contrari- 
wife of afrefh Rofy or red colour, and conti- 


feemes to me tobe wholy from the fitength of: 
the natural conftitution, and in part from the 
rarity or denficy and ftraightnefs of the Pores, 
in one more than in another ; by means of which 
there is an occafion of a greater wafting, or di- 
minution. of the Spirit inthe one than in the 
other. 

4- And‘this is clear in fach as are in con- 
tinual Feavers, who before they fwear, are ex 
treamly red, and of a vehement burning heart : 
but if by accident or art, they are made to 
{fweat well, than the Heat is not on abated 
and as it were totally taken away, but alfo thar 
unnatural rednefs vanifhes, arid leaves. in the 
place thereof-a palifh whitnefs, Now wherez 
as {uch a great, red colour and vehement heat 
of Body. was caufed. from the turgency of the 
Spirits in the Blood, now in a vehement fer;

ens: Secondly, to comfort and ftrengthen the

9. The firft intention is performed by Jn- 
ternal Medicaments, chiefly fuch as are ofa 
volatile property and comfort the animal Spi- 
rit. And therefore I gave him the following. 
things : every Morning fafting he took the 
Spirit of Harts-horn, or the Powers thereof to 
half a dram, ina glafs of Wine or Mead; and 
about:an hour after the fame he eat a hard Bif- 
cate for his. Breakfaft: he increafed the dofe 
as he found: occafion : after fourteen days was 
over, I changed his Medicament, and gave him.

2. At Noon, as alfo between meals when 
he defired to drink, I ordered him to take 
from fix to ten, or twelve drops o f Oyl of Sul- 
phar io all the liquor which he drank, by the 
ufe of which his Stomach which had been much 
enervated and weakned, became reftored ; and

2. This vitious Trembling is formtimes ac- 
companied with cold and meifture of the part ; 
and fomtimes with a continual and dry heat: 
and foratimes the parts afllied have a notable 
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ftrength ; and fomtimes they are extreamly 
Weak, fo thar the Sick has not power to guid.a 
Cup to their Mouth. 

3- Moreover, the Difeafe is Known to be 
Ideopathetick, or Effencialin the Brain, if no 
violent external caufe went before, to over- 
{train or hurt the extream parts. In all fuch 
cafes, the Difeafe is Sympathetical, and the 


- Brain ‘only fuffers by confent or compafiion. 


XXI. Of the caufes of a. Tremor or.Trem- 

bling. 

1. Authors have given many caufes of Tre- 
mor or Trembling, which caufes require other 
caufes to explain them : as, That it is caufed by 
reafon of the weaknefs of the motive faculty, 
or nereft Inftruments thereof, to. wit, the 
Animal Spirit, which is not able to exercife a 
voluntary motion perfe@ly. <The Spirits are 
made weak either bya fault in themfelves, or 
by a defedét in the Nerves, which are the Con- 
dit-pipes of the Animal Spirits, and by which 
they are conveyed and do act. The fault is in 

the Spirits, when either they are but few at the 


-firft; Or, when they are afterwards diffipat- 


ed, ‘They are few at the firft, either by rea- 


fon of the cold diftemper of the Brain, asin old 


-men ; Or, for the want of Vital Spirits, which 
are the matter of which the Animal are made. 
The Spirits are diflipatéd from many external 
caufes as immoderate evacuations, much ufe 
of venery and unfeafonable, great Pain, much 
faiting , Grief, and long violent Difeafes. 


“They are hurt by a defect in the Nerves; and 


are weakned when either the Nerves are too 


cold, or are infeéted with a malign quality, 


Or obftru@ion, Or comprefled. They grow 
too cold either from cold Air, Or the eating of 
cold Meats, Or much drinking of Water, Or 
{wiming often ia cold water, and the like. They 
are infected by the ufe of Opium, Henbane, 
‘Poppy, and the fumes of Mercury, as it often 
fajls out to Gold{miths and Gilders, and to 


fuch as ( having had-the french Pox ) have been 


cured with the fumes of Cinnabar, Arfnick, 
or Mercury ; as alfo to fuch as have had Ma- 
lignant Feavers. . They are obftructed either 
wholly by.fome hurt, provocations or irritati.

in the firft place difcourfe of the Procatartick 
or Antecedent caufe ; then of the Proegaminine 
nere or conjunct canfe, in order ; and that we 
hope with fo much Perfpicuity, plainnefs, and 
folid demonftration of ‘Truth, as may be fatis- 
factory to‘all the lovers thereof. 

3. The -Procatartick, external or remote 
caufe, is evidently manifeft in all fuch as have 
been affected with a Tremor or Trembling, 
from the bare relation of the-courfe of ‘Life, 
In fome great drinking of ftrong Liguors, as 
of ftrong Beer, Ale, Wines, Brandy, cic. has 
been the Antecedent.caufe thereof, though we 
confefs that for once or twice, or now and than 
to be overcome with thofe liquors, isnot ver 
material to the production thereof ; yet the afli- 
duous ard continual repeating of fucha kind of 
intemperance, will in procefs of time produce 
fuch an effect ; fo likewife Gluttony and Gor- 
mandifing, thought more rarely, unlefs the faid 
intemperance be promoted to a vaft excefs, and 
alfo for along time repeated, 

4. To thefecaufes, we may add the force 
of Poyfou, and of Poyfonows things, I mean 
in thofe cafes where their ftrength is not great 
enough 
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enough to eradicate life. I remember once 
upon defign, an Acquaintance of mine, out of a 
Frolick gave one drop of the Oyl of Tobacco 
in a glafs of Wine, to one of the company un- 
Known to. them, but alas! wpon.a fudden how 
great an alteration was made, the Mans coun- 
tenance waxed pale, ficknefs at Stomach over- 
took him, a Trembling of the whole Body ; 
with fainting and {wooning away, infomuch, 
(being ignorant of what was don, ).I almoft 


 difpaired of life ; to thefe fymptoms. was added 


vomiting, with vehement convulfive . motions: 
after three hours the force of the Poyfon va- 
nifhed, but left behind ita Trembling of all the 
extream parts, and a palpitation of heart for ten 
or twelve days after. And other poyfons effet 
the fame things, ifnot fo {peedily, or after the 
fame manner, yet with as ill a confequence,if not 
worfe, One poyfoned with .4rfenick (though not 
mortally yet) had fuch a Tremor left behind 
as the confequent and effects thereof, that laft- 
ed during the Mans whole life, Another I knew 
poyfoned with Night-jrade, who notwithftand- 
ing all the induftry which was ufed by the Phy- 
ficians, which that place and time could af- 
ford, though he efcaped with life, yet had a 
Tremor which continued upon him. for more 
than a year after it. And although I can enu. 
merate fome who having been accidentally poy- 
foned, have had yet no fuch effects fucceeding 
it,that may be imputed rather to their ftrong ha. 
bit and conftitution of Body, or fo mthing which 
happily was taken in beforehand,which fo cloth. 
ed the Nervous tunicles of the Stomach and 
other paflages, as that it could notfo immedi- 
ately have its effects, till fach times its greateft 
power was loftin the paflage through the Body, 
5. Another Axntecedent caufe arethe fumes 
of Cinnabar and Quick. filver, which excite a 
Tremor after {ach an admirable, yet filent and 
infenfible manner, that it is not eafy to apprez 
hend the true reafon thereof:. and this is daily 
evident in fuch as are Gildezs, and deal much 
in Quick-filver, or daily haadie it with their 
Fingers: I have known fome perfuns, who hav- 
ing been much concerned wich Quick-fi‘ver, 


loft the ufe ofall their Limbs: And indeed-the 
Fumes of -drfenick, and of other mineral Poi. 
fons being received up the Head by the Noftrils 
| have produced the fame thing, to which fom- 
; times other evil fymptoms have been.added. 

6. Another caufe which we may lawfully 
ailign, even from experience it felf, is fudden 
fear or joy, either of which being extream, fo 
profligate the Animal Spirit, that fuddenly it 
recovers*hot it felf again. I knew a certain 
Merchant, who upon the hearing of the lofs of 
a Vetflel in which he had a confiderable Cargo, 
was ftruckinto fuch a confternation, that Im- 
mediately a Tremor f{eifed him all over from, 
Flead to Foot,nor was the Man fcarcely himfelf: 
he continued’ in this condition eight days and 
then died Trembling. Another being frighted, 
with the apparition (as he thought ) of fome 
Demon or Ghoft, was immediately. taken with 
fuch a Tremor, as lafted upon him a week or 
more. On the contrary ? an elderly Woman of 
about fifty fix years of age, having a Son abfent 
about twenty two or twenty three years beyond 
Sea, comming home, and knocking at the Door 
(the.having no intelligence thereof before hand) 
herSon calling upon her, and fhe knowing his 
voice, fell into fuch an Ex{tacy of Joy, which fo 
enervated her,that fhe could not hold one joinr, 
nor yet {peak plain to him: and in the excefs 
of this paffion, being as it were infinicely tranf- 
ported with kindnefs, fuddenly Died. And I 
have known fevera) others ; who being tranf- 
ported with a fudden excefs of Joy, have been 
taken with a Tremor beyond ima;ination, which 
has lafted many days, 

7. Another eminent caufe, and what is very 
common, are too violent vomits and purges, 
which forcing nature beyond her firength, fo 
profligate the Spirit, and cnervate the whole 
Man, that many times he is taken wach fach 
a weaknefs and Trembling withall, that the 
force of no Cordial or reftcrative could be able 
to retrieve the mifchief in many weeks after: 
but as tothis we fhall fay litrle mere ; for that 
when'Medicaments fo much exceed the ftrezgth 
of nature, and in ftead of helpirg hurt rer,

that have been fo enervated, and feifed with | they approach very near to the natucec! Pry 
fuch a Trembling withall, that they have totally! fon, and act the part of an Enemy, rot of a 
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Friend :

Friend: fo that in this cafe, they may in a | 
manner be confidered as Poyfons, though not | 
abfclutely fo in their cwn natures, yet fo in re- | 
{pe& to their evil Eifedts confequent. | 
8. A Tremor fomtimesalfo is caufed from 
the exceflivelofs of Blood, whether taken away | 
by Accident or by Art. A young Woman {apz | 
on the fuppofition of a Pleurify) was twelve 
times let blood, and loft at thofe feveral times 
about two hundred and twenty ounces of Blood, | 
ty means of which fhe was taken with fuch a 
Tremor or Trembling, that with the greateft 
help of Art and Induftry of the Phyfician, 
which afterwards attended her, fhe was not 
perfectly recovered ont of it in fixteen weeks 
time. A Soldier of about five and forty years 
of age, was taken with anextream Hemorrhage, 
fo that he bleed about a quart, fomtimes three 
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pints ata time, before the flux could be ftopt ; 
this bleeding being often repeated, (though at 
lait it was perfedtly itopt, yet) left behind itfuch 
a weeknefs and Tremor withall, as could never 
be taken away to his dying day, although he liv- 
ed above feven years after it with much Tem- 
perance and Sobriety. ' 

9. Somtimesitis caufed ina Part, fromthe 

hurt of fome of the Veffels thereof by a prick; or 
cat or-contufion, by means of whichthe animal 
Spiritis in part fruftrated or cut off; and this 
is when fome principal Nerve, Tendon, or Ar- 
tery, or fome, or all of them, are cut in funder, 
or otherwife obftru&ed with fome heterogene 
matter whereby the flux of the animal Spirit is 
fruftrared, cut off , or turned afide, fome other 
way: This is manifeft infeveral Perfons who 
having been inthe Wars, have met with variety 
of Wounds in feveral Parts of their Bodies,which 
notwith{tanding the dexterity of the Artift’s 
healing of them, have a manifold Tremor, as a 
perpetual Remembrance of their former Adven- 
tures ; though probably the faid Tremor in 
fome of them might be canfed partly through 
Jofs of Blocd, and partly throygh the kart of the 
Veffels thereof. 

10, Laftly a Tremor may be caufed either in 
the whole Body,or in a part,from an overftrain- 
inz ofthe fame, by fomeaé of violence either 
of lifting, thrutting, or pulling, beyond what 
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Nature is able to bear : and though many Ex- 
amples of this kind are not eafy tobe produced, 
yet fome fuch I have known; but the error is 
f{eldom of long continuance, and eafie to be re- 


trieved. Hetherto ofthe antecedent, procatar- 


tick, externalor remote caufe of this difafie- 
chion ; wecome now to {peak a word or two of 
the proeguminine, conjantt, or nere caufe. 

11. Now ftrong Liquors, as Ale, Wine, Bran- 
dy, @c. contribute to this affect by weakning 


both the animal Spirit and the Nerves: too 


much ofany thing, as the Proverb is, is good for 
nothing ; the Sun is the Fountain of Light, yer 
poflibly by long gazing upon it, you may be 
made blind; the fame itis in the ufe of all fpi- 
rituous and cordial Liquors ; being taken in 
due meafure and proportion, they chear the 
Heart and revive the Spirits, but taken to an ex- 
cefs, they are fo far from contributing to that 
end, that they wholly ‘overturn the Oeconomy 


of Nature, efpecially being extravagantly and’ 


affiduoufly ufed, for thereby fuch an intenfe 


heat is enkindled, as caufes not ‘only a diffufion' 


but alfo a diffipation of the animal Spirit ; and 
by the vaft quantity which is continually poured 
in, the faid Spirit is as it were overturned or 
drowned, at leaft corrupted and weakned by 
being immerfed in theheat and fumes of the too 
abounding matter, whereby itis in part difabled. 
for performing its wonted operations, 

12, Thus thefe Fumes from their intimate 
mixcion with the animal Spirit (alfo corrupting 
of it) being conveyed thereby. to the Brain and 


Cerebel, (the Fountain of the faid Spirit, and | jj; 


root of the nervous produGtion ) fall by means 


thereof upon the Nefves, where, by too much | 
opening of their conftringed Pores the faid | 
Nerves became relaxed,as it were and weakned, | | 


fo that the animal Spirit, which ought to be 


more ftrickly bound-up, becomes. dilated: and | | 


{pread abroad, and thereby the mufcular Mo- 
tion iseither hartor depraved, And this mutt 
needsbe, whenthe Spirit which is the prime or 
eflential caufe thereof is contaminated, weak. 


ned, and dilated; and the Nerves which are | 


the inftrumental caufe of:the faid motion are 
watered as it were with a heterogene matter, 


relaxed, and made unfit for the performance | 


of their Funttions, 


13. And 
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13. And truly, not ina much different way 
do Poyfons promote the fame difaffedtion, (but 
more dreadful in their Operation) for being re- 
ceived into the Stomach, and being fubtillifed 
by the fermentative quality thereof ; their fpi- 
ritual Parts feparate themfelves from the more 
earthy,and thereby make aCenjunGion with the 
animal Spirit ; either mediately, by immerfing 
themfelves in the Mafs of Blood ; or immedi- 
ately, by infinuating themfelves into the ner- 
vous Tunicles of the Stomach, whence arifes, 
befides che weakning, contamination, and dila- 
tation of the Spirit, and a relaxation and hurt of 
the Nerves; a debility in the Stomach it felf, 
with ahurt of its proper Fun@ions ; by which 
the original matter for the generation of Spirit 
becomes both depraved and diminifhed, which 
not a little contributes to the faid relaxation ; 
for there being not a fufficient generation there- 


_ of, it follows that there muft bea deficiency in 


the Nerves, ( the Channels and Gondit- Pipes of 


) the faid Spirit, and the proximate Inftrament 


of mafcular motion) whence a Tremor is im- 
mediately excited, 

14. Thas alfo the Fumes of mineral Poyfons, 
being drawn up the Noftrils,and penetrating the 
Brain, may more eafily and immediately con- 
taminate the animal Fonaotain; from whence 
thofe fuliginous Vapours being conveyed over 
the whole Genus Nervofum, or nervous Syftem, 
not only fonland fully its Cryftal-like Streams, 
but confufe and obfufcate its impid and tranflu- 
cid: matter, corrupting even. the nervous juice 
itfelf, the very fupport and ftay of the Neuro- 
tick Frame, thereby caufing not only a relax- 


| ation of the fubftance of the Nerves and diffu- 


fion of the Spiric out ofits proper Current, but 
alfo many other evil Symptoms-befides. 

15. But how this thing fhould fomtimes come 
to pafs, by the only handling of Quick-filver, is 
yet more admirable, and deferves-our farther 
confideration. How eafy it is for Quick-filver 
to infinuate it felf into the Pores,and to difufe it 
felf inco all Parts of the Body,-efpecially:the up- 
per Parts, as the Head and Brain, [think is 
fa ficiently known almoft toall: and that com- 
mon experiment of whitening Gold by treading 
efiche naked Eoot upon Quick-filver, the Gold 

Tomi 


in the mean feafon being held in theMouth ; is 
fomthing of demonftration. By what Artifice the 
Mercury is conveyed to the Mouth, I will not 
poffitively determine ; though ic may be more 
than probably conjectured, its Afcenficn might 
be by way of Fume : The whitening of theGold 
is a proof of the matter of fa& : but if any 
thould obje&, thatthe Gold attra&ed or drew: 
up the Mercury, and that ifthe Gold had not 
been held in the Mouth, the Mercury would: 
never have afcended : to this we anfwer; fir/?, 
that the poflibility of the penetration of the Mer- 
cury is demonftrated from the whitening of the 
Gold, whether the Gold attracted it or no. 
Secondly, that it is probable the Mercury might: 
have afcended to the Mouth and Head, as well’ 


[without the Gold as with it ; only with this dif- 


ference, that in its.afcention, meeting with the 

Gold it fixed there, whereas had the Gold been 

wanting, thofe particles of the Mercury which 

fixed themfelyes upon the Gold, might have. 
gone further , and have feifed the very Brain. 
it felf. Thirdly, that it has been confirmed by 

manifold experience, that thofe who have fre- 

quently and long but handled Mercury, fave: 
contraéted fuch a Tremor, whereby they have 

wholly loft the ufe of their Limbs, and the Af- 

feétion incurable to boot ; by which we think 

the matter is beyond difpute. : 

16. Howa fadden con{ternation by Fear, or 
Extafy of Joy, fhould produce fuch an effect is 
yet more worthy ourinquiry. Truly thefe are- 
Paffions which firft fix themfelves in the appre-- 
henfion,and thereby breed a perturbation ofthe 
animalSpirit,but immediately ferz- and exercile 


their fury upon the Heart, and Vitals.And here,.. 


in-both cafes the Heart is dilated or as it were o- 
pened, and the Blood and Spirits by a certain flux: 
enter ir, in the firft cafe, by filling it, to fupport 
and fortify it as much as may be againft the dan 
ger of the evil appendent ; in the-fe he 
augmentand maintain the fulnefs of the fay cor- 


ceived, which flux being vehement and.immeas- 


furable, leaves the extream: Parts of. the Body 


dettitute as it were, whereby being deprived of: 
creat part of their n surifiment and fupport, a» 


feeblenefs immediately feizes upomthem, and 
a Tremor forth with, as a confequent- thereof ; 
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for being thereby emptied in part, a difluficn of 
the remainingtrart of he Spirit is made, whence 
follows a f£.rceable relaxation of the Nerves, 


N vay when this-is extream or vehement from 


tie magnitade of the Joy and Fear, the flux of 


the Blood and Spirits being more impetuous, or 
ercater than the dilatation of the Heart,whereby 


If is unable to receive aj] that are fent on that oc- 


cafion, hence itis that oftentimesnot onl aTre- 


mor outa Suffocation immediately follows,and a 
For as the 


t tal extinGion of the vital Flame. 
fiame ofa Lamp is nourifhed and maintained 
by the Oy! which continually feeds ir, yet will 
that Flame be extinguifhed by a fuflocation 
thereof, through an afflax of too much Oyl 
drowning the fame, as well as bya detention or 
with holding of its proper nourifhment, 

17. Hence alfo the reafon is apparent how 
the lols of Blood fhould produce the near caufe 
thereof: forif'a Tremor be immediately pro- 
duced from a large D'ffuficn, Dilatation, Dif- 
fipation, Diminution or lofs of Spirits; itis evi- 
dent, that it muft alfo follow upon the lofs of 
Blood, for that the Blood ‘is the Vchiculum of 
he vital Spirit, the progenitor of the animal ; 
and according to the diminution of the Blood, 
fuch (in proportion) is the diminution of the 
Spirit ; which being largely taken away, mutft 
neceflarily leave a feeblenefs and weaknefs up- 
onthe Parts from whence it is detraéted, there- 
by difabling them for performing their wonted 
Funétions. 

18. Now that Tremor which follows from a 
hurt or pun@ure of the Nerve, is caufed from 
compreition, wherein the animal Spirit is ftopt 
or ftraightned in its courfe or flux, and fo is 
forced out of its domicil; by means of which 
diflafion, a dilatation and relaxation of the 
Nerve enfues, caufing a weaknefs and feeblerefs 
ofthe Part, whereby it is uncapable of perfor- 
ing of its Funétions ; and in this cafe fomtimes 
a numbnefs and want of feeling goes a long with 
it, which ina proper Senfe can be nsthing but 
a Palfy of the Part, of which inthe next Chap- 
ter we fha}l largly treat. 

19. Solikewife there is made an exceeding 
compreilion of the Nerves, when they ate ve 

hemenrly extended or trained by Force, beyond 
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their natural Compofute, whereby the Chan- 
nels of the’ animal Spirit are ftraighrned of 
made narrower, and fo forced to diffufe it {elf 
into the adjacent flefhy Parts; whence itcomes 
to pafs, that as foon as there is a relaxation of 
the extenfion, there is alfo a relaxation of the 
Nerve, which being defeGtive in Spirits is ing- 
mediately weakned and taken with a Tremor. 
But this,as we {aid before,feldom lafts long, for 
that there being no real obftruticnin the Or- 
gan, there is infhort timea new fupply of S 7 
nits, whereby the hurt occafioned by the Force 
| is apain repaired, . 


XXII. Of the Prognofticks of a Tremor of 
rembling, . 

1. A Tremor proceeding from watching, 
want ofeating or drinking, two much exercife, 
light fear or joy, or diftemper of the mind, is 
for the moft part without danger, and when 
the caufes ceafe, it ceafes, 

2. A Tremor coming from an internal caufe, 
although of it felf it is nor mortal, or other- 
wife dangerous: yet it is apt to degenerate into 
an Apoplexy, Lethargy, Conyulfion or Palfy, 
whereby it becomes the more perilous, 

3- The more vehement the Tremor is, and in 
the more noble Parts, fo much it is the more 
evil; and the longer its continuance, fo much 
the more doubrful is the Cure: and ifit be on 
the left fide (according to s4vicen) it is yet the 
more evil, for thatit is obferved that the innate 
heat of thofe Parts, more eafily fails or is di- 
minifhed, 

4. A Tremor in old Perfons is feldom or nez 
ver cured, becaufeof the great imbecility of the 
Brain and animal Spirit, and for the moft part 
it ends in Death. 

s- An hereditary Tremor, or that which 
comes from long drinking of vaft quantities of 
Wine, Brandy, and other errors of Diet, more 
efpecially in thofe who have by nature the Or- 
gans of the animal Spirit very weak, are very 
feidom cured; and they either remain in the 
fame itare, or it encreafes upcn them with Age, 

6. Ifa Tremor degenerates into a Conve fion 
it is dangerous, and for the mcft part mertal, 
unlefs the Convulficn can be fuddenly remcvz 
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ed; for that ( as fome think )there follows a 
great exficcation of the nervous Parts, whereby 
the free afflux of the Spirit is prejudiced, and 
from the privation of which an oppofite habit 
is begot. ‘ 
7, A Tremor in aburning Feaver, often prez 
fages a Delirium ; for by reafon of the ardent 
heat, whereby the Blood is inflamed, grofs Vaz 
pours are mixed with the Spirits in the Brain and 
Cerébel, whence comes a confufion and hurt of 
the Senfes, which is not without danger. 

8. A convalfive Trembling in the extream 
Parts, chiefly in the Hands issdangerous, and 
fo much the more ifit be attended with a Con- 
fumption of the whole Body, 

g. A Tremor ina flow, long or lingring Fea- 
ver is lefs dangerous :. but ina vehement burn- 
ing and acute Feaver it is not without peril ; 
and in this cafe if a Deliriam follows with a 
Convulfion it is mortal. 

10, A Tremor in a Phrenfy and Melancho- 
ly, arifing from yellow choler changed into e4- 
tra bilis, is very dangerous, if not mortal, be- 
caufe of the malign qualicy of the humors, (as 
Hippocrates in (oacw teftifies) which are ini- 
mical to the original of the Nerves and the 
whole Genus Nervofum. 

11; A Tremor hapning to a Woman in 
Child-bed, by reafon of the Secundine or Af- 
ter-birth, is of very evil confequence; for it 
fignifies a putrefa@tion and malignity of the hu- 
mors, which contaminate the animal, and fuf- 
focate the vital Spirits. 

12. A Tremor hapning in an Apoplexy or 
Lethargy is very dangerous : fo alfo if it comes 
from emptinefs, or extream evacuation, where: 
by the Spirit is exhaufted and diminifhed, and 
the natural heat diffipated and at length abolith- 
ed. ATrembling of the lower Lip, prefages 
vorniting to be at hand. 


XXII. The Therapia, oF Method of cure of 
a Tremor or Tiembling. 

1. In order to the cure of this Difeafe we 
mutt have refpe& to the canfes: 1. The Pro- 
catartick or external caufes ought in the firit 

laceto be’removed: 2. The Matter penera- 
ting the vital and animal Spirits omght to be 
JTom.1. 


augmented: 3. The Brain, Cerebel, and Ge- 
nus Nervofum, ought to be corroborated and 
firengthned: 4. The Body and the flcfhy Parts 
if emaciated and wafted, ought to be reftored 
and conferved, 

2. If therefore the external or remote caufe 
of a Tremor {hall proceed from great drinking 
of Wine, Brandy, or any other external caufe 
or caufes before enumerated ; to which the fick 
has been accuftomed, they ought inamediately 
to be removed, for othei wife ,what ever we fhall 
do to promote the Cure will be in vain, But 
whereas we forbid thofe to drink Wine, Bran- 
dy, &c. whofe Difeafe has been caufed there: 
by, yet byreafon the fudden, abrupt, and to- 
tal prohibition of thofe Liquors, might be of 
immediate evil confequence, we muft prefcribe 
fomthing elfe, to be ufed in ftead thereof. 
And therefore in ftead of the Liquor to which 
the fick has been accuftomed, let him drink 
Hydromel, Metheglin, or Mead, but with 
great moderation and temperance, 

3. Or in ftead thereof he may take. this: 
Take Hydromel or Mead, twelve quarts: Bez 
tony, Sage, Rofemary, of each four handfuls : 
{weet Marjoram, Penny-Royal, Mint, of each 
one handful: bruife and infufe four and twenty 
hours, then bogl gently owe hour, cool, firain, 
let it fettle, decant off the clear, and bottle st 
up, with two Cloves fplit and put into each 
Bottle. Or thus: Take fair Water, fifteen 
guarts: white Sugar, feven or exght pounds s 
pare Sal Prunella, an ounce and half: diffalve 
all together in the Water, and make it boyl for 
an hour, being almoft cold,workit up with 4le- 
yeft 3 patting suto tt inaBag, witha Stone wp it, 
and thefe following things. Take Cowander- eed, 
Sage , Rofemary , Marjoram , Penny- Royal 3 
Mint, of each four ounces. Ginger bruifed, j#= 
niper-berries, Bawm, of each three ounces : 
jamaica-Pepper, Anacardiums,of each two ounz 
ces :. Cloves, Nutmegs , f each one ounces 
bruife what are to be brn fed, ana let them work 
in the Liquor two or-threc or four days 2 the 
norking being over, let it ftand to crow fine tivo 
or three weeks, or til you (ee itis uery pure aha 
clear, then bottle it Uf’s and lee the ficR,take s 
moderately, as their ccnitant drink, , 
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4 Hf the Difeafe proceeds from any venene 
or poyfonous caufe,you muit give fuch things as 
are Antidotes againit the Poyfonand Malignity. 
If it proceeds from peftileatial Poyfon,you may 
give this following: Take Extratts of Saffron, 
ContrayervaVirginian {nake-root,G entian,Zc- 
doary, of each an ounce: (aftoreum in fine Pou- 
aer, five drams : Bezoar orsental, two drams 
ana half: Musk, onedram: Fuyce of Alkerns, 
a fufficvent quantity to make it into afoft Elektu- 
ary: of this the fick may take the quantity of a 
FHazel-nut or Nutmeg three gimes a day, Viz. 
Morning, Noon, and Night, drinking after the 
fame, a little glaf$of one of the former Liquors, 
Ifthe Patient be ftrong, andthe Malignity be 
great,it will be neceflary to caufe a gentle fweat, 
Which you may perform with this: Take‘Philo- 
nuia Romanum, two drams: volatile Salt of 
fTarts-horn, fiftcen grains: Musk, ten grains : 
mix them for a Dofe: let it be given at bed- 
time, and let the fick drink after it, If the 
fick cannot {wallow an Ele@uary ; you may 
give a Dofe of our Laudanum, and fo much 
the more ifa Delirium,Phrenfy, or Gonvulfion 
be feared; Or this following Mixture: Take 
of the prepared Metheglin above prefcribed, a 
guarter of a pint: of our Gutta Vita, thirty 
ar forty drops: Spirit of Vipers, fixty drops : 
mix them for a Dofe: this will {weat power- 
fully, and expel -all the poyfon,-venom, and 
malignity of the Diféafe to a Miracle. - And 
thefe things may be of gaod ufe, let the venene 
caufe be what it will, 

5. But if it be caufed from Poyfon (whether 
vegitable, mineral, or animal) immediately re- 
ceived into the Stomach, you muft forthwith 
give a Vomit, that the matter-of the Poyfon: 
may with all poffible {peed be evacuated : for

3. All the things, and the whole courfe

it confifts chiefly of volatile parts, and there- 
fore can have no fuch operation of fixing a 
Difeafe, as fome Gentlemen have been plea- 
fed to affirm, againft which affertion we thus 
Argue. 

12, -Opinw, and fo all Opiates, are either 
fixed or volatile, that is, they confift either of 
fixed or of volatile parts : if of fixed parts, they

can neither a&t or move, nor can they pene- 
trate or enter into anothers property, for that 
they are. fixt and as it were immovable: if

7. For if plenty of humors flow theither, in 
thofe narrow places, and by their weight, or 
taking up of place do comprefs the Nerves, the 
animal Spirit muft .neceffarily be intercepted 
in its paflages : and if this matter be long den 
tained there, it becomes thicker and mucous ; 
and alfo by humedting, filling, and cooling the 
{ubftance of the Nerves, it-deftroys their pro- 
per Temper in.that place, and fo hinder the 
free occourfe of the animal Spirit , fo that the.

joy it: whence alfo by the interpofition of this 
morbifick. matter, in the place of the firft dif, 
affection, the other branches of ‘the faid Nerve, 
which are carried toand fupply other Parts, 
are alfo fruftrated as to the exercife of their.

12, Upon a luxation of the Vertebra, and 
the bones of other joynts, if there be a vehe-~ 
ment preffure of the adjacent Nerves, a Paifte 
certainly follows: but this feldom comes to 
pafs, becaufe the Nerves in thofe parts, for the 


moft part gives way, fo that other difaflections 


commonly follow upon fach like accidents. 


13. Somtimes alfo it comes to pafs that a 


pituitous or ferous humor a long: time walting 
and-hume@ting the Tendons of the Muicles, 
does make them to be too mach relaxed, whence 
follows a Palfe of that part: but this cheifly 


happens in thofe places where many Tendons ~ 


are catried in a ftraight or narrow place and

| 16. Seeing the Nerves ( under which name 
we comprehend both the Spinal marrow, and 
Genus Nervofam ) which are part of the 
| Brain, every where repleat with the Animal 
wiht Spirit, do communicate the faculty of moving 
and feeling; ifthey be fo hurt that they can no 
more do that; then one or more Mnifcles into 
which they areinferted, loofes alfo their pow- 
er of movinz, not-being any more able to at- 
tra& or draw up the Members which they ought 
to move, there prefently follows a refolution 
of the fame,. towit, they-becomes feeble and 
unfit for motion. 

17. And if the hurt be vehement, the fenfe 
of feeling is alfo taken away, not only in the 
Mafcle, but in the skin drawn over it, which 
receives fenfory Nerves from the fame Nerve 
which ishurt. But if the hurt be not fo great, 
becaufe greater force is required to exercife 
mation, than to confer the fenfe of feeling, then 
this fenfe may be either perfe&, or hurt in 
part, though the motive faculty be totally abo. 
lift ; thefe things being thus premifed and conz 
fidred, we fhall now declare what Nerve afz 
fected does produce a Palfie in eack refpective 
part. 

18 The fpinal:marrow lying under the Brain 
and being ready to receive its excrements, is of- 
ten hart, and very much expofed to manifold

25. But more commonly, the conjugations 
of Nerves, replenifhing the Face, Ey-lids, tem- 
poral Mufcles, and Lips, are affe&ed ; whence 
there is oftner.a refolution of the Lips and Ey- 
lids, but feldom of the lower Jaw; for that the 
temporal Mufcle doth receive more Nerves. 
If the Nerves of that conjugation ferving the 


‘Tongue, be hurt, the Tongue then fuffers a 


Palfie, and the Speech becomes defective: and 


then, by reafon of its communication with the 


auditory Nerve ; if the defe& or hurt be fo 
great, that the fick becomes wholly Bumb, 
they then are for the moft part deaf alfo. 

26. The fame may happen in thofe Nerves 
(by fome Authors ) called the fixth and fe- 
venth conjugations, which coming from the 
Brain, and being joyned into one defcending 
Nerve, and communicating the fenfe of Feeling 
to many inferiour parts, and giving alfo mo- 
tion to the Maicles of the Laryox, Tongue, 
Jaws, Midriff, as alfo to the Mofcles of the 
Bladder and Fundament: if, I fay, it be hurt 
about the Original, or fomewhere in its Pro- 
grefs, it producesa Palffe of the parts into which 
it is infected, if they be moveable, but in other 
_patts, acertain kind of ftupidity. 


27, Hence if the recurrent Nerve be hurt, 


there is a defe& of the Voice: if the Nerves 
Tom.I, 


which go to the Mafcles of the Jaws be hure 
( feeing Swallowing is caufed by them, and noe 
by the Fibres of the Oefophagus as fome Au- 
thors have thonght ) there is prefently a difh- 
culty of fwallowing, with fome difliculry of 
breathing: Ifthe Nerves which go to the Mi. 
driff be hurt, there is much danger of fuffoca- 
tion, efpecially in a violent fending forth the 
Breath, as incalling aloud, or in a vehement 
Cough, being then unable to exprefs it; though 
otherwife the Midriff ( the Inftrument of 
breathing, which receives alfo Nerves from 
the Spinal marrow ) can in fome fort perform 
its Gffice, thofe Nerves being hurt: in which 
cafe if the fenfe of Feeling be hurt, the fick 
feels a heat and tingling about the Stomach 
and other internal parts, chiefly among the 
greater Nerves. 

28. But if there be a certain general difafs 
fe€tion of the fame conjugation, then both the 
Sphingters of the Bladder and Anus, with the 
reft of their Mufcles will be Paralytick, from 
whence will follow in the one an involuntary 
pifling ; in the other, a relaxation of the Fun- 
dament, conjoyned with the faid Paralytick 
Diftemper, as hereafter in fome other places 
we fhall explicate more at large. 

29. From what has been faid, it may be 
eafy to determine, not only in this but in any 
other Paralytick Patient, what conjugations of 
Nerves are moft affli&ted; and that in univer- 
{al Palfies, there is for the ‘moft part an afz 
fli@ion of the whole Genus Nervofum, or ner- 
vous Syftem,which otcentimes happens from the 
contamination of the nervous Juyce by the Poy. 
fon of Mercury or Quick-filver. 

30. It remains now that we give you the 
Hiftory of this cure, which truly was great, buc 
performed by ordinary means. Pirft I infticue 
ted a Diet of Guajacum, Saffafras, and Sar- 
faparilla, fuch asthatin fed. 1. §.17.and18. 
atoregoing, of which the Patient drank nerely.a 
pint every Morning and Night: and then a 
meaner or weaker decoftion of the fame in- 
gredients in new Water for ordinary drink, to

Pills ;and {omtimes with aTin&ure of Senaand |arium ad Tabidos, a dram: 


Rhubarb, made in {mall Cinnamon. water, after 
this manner: Take fmall Cinnamon-water, a 
quart: choice Sena, chofen Rhubarb, verg thin 
fliced, of each three ounces: make a gentle in- 
fujicwin a fand beat for twenty four hours : then 
Strain out by gently preffing, and keep the liquor 
in a gla clofe ftopt for ufe: This quantity will 
ferve for fix Dofes, which are to be given ear- 
ly in the Morning fafting, with obfervation as 
in other purges. 

32. Inthe intervalls of purging, I caufed the 
fick conftantly to take thefe following things : 
Take the Powers of Rofemary, and Lavender, 
of each 1wo ounces : Spirit of Angelica the grea 
ter compofition, fix ounces: mix them. Of 
this mixture there was taken every Morning 
from halfa {poonful toa {poonful in a glafs of 
H:ppocras, and fomtimes in a glafs of Cinna- 
mon- water, 

33. An hour before Dinner, I prefcribed 
this: Take Salt of Mans skull, fixteen grains : 
fale of Hartschorn, fale of Vipers, of each eight 
grains : mix them, to be given in a glaf of 
flippocras. It is marvellous to think what a 
§reat alteration the exhibition of thefe things 
made in a very few weeks in this Paralytick 
Patient : but whereas before I permitted, if re- 
quired, a glafs or two of Hippocras at Dinner, 
10 alfo I ordred as the fick liked it to take af- 
ter Dinner a glafs of Wormwood. wine. 

34. At night going to Bed, ordered this : 

Take Elettwarium ad Tabidos , green Ginger 
preferved, candied Orange. peels, (onferve of 
Rofemary, and Lavender: flowers, of each three 
ounces: Cuftorenm in fine ponder, Mans skull, 
Anacardiums, of each two onnces: preferved 
Nutmegs, number fix: Oyls of Rofemary, of 
Rue, of {weet Marjoram, of Lavender, of Li- 
‘mons, of Sage, and. of Saffafias, of each ten 
drops + juyce of Alkermes, four ounces: or fa 
much asmay make it of a jufe confiftence : mix 
all very well together by beating in a Mortar. 
Dofe from fix drams to an ounce ata time. 

35. After five times purging, I fweat the 
Pacent very well five times with this following 


mix thew toges 
ther for a dofe: This was given about half an 
hour before going into the {weat,; which was. 
then performed in Harrmans Chair, - with 
rectified /pirit of Wine fet on fire: It was fup- 
pofed that every time more than a quart of 
fweat came from the fick: durinz the time of 
Sweating, the fpirits were fupported and fu- 


{tained with this cordial Julep : Take [pirit of 


Angelica the greater compofition, or in place 
thereof eAqua Vita Matthioli, three ounces : 
{mall Cinnamon-water, fonr ounces : Damask 
Rofe-water, fyrup of (tron peels, of each two 
ounces and half : mis them together by Soaking: 
This fweating was repeated commonly at five 


or fix days diftance. 


36. But whereas the fick was troubled with 
a uchement Catarrb, which by all that we Had 
yet done could not be taken away, I was forced 
at length to have recourfe to Opiates: and 
therefore after eleven'weeks ufing all the for- 
mer things, without much fuccefs againft the 
faid Catarrb, 1 ordered the fick to take ever 
Night going to bed a dofe of Our volatile Lan 
danum, the defcrtption of which you may fce 
in fe&. 1, §, 10, of this chapter. My Patient be- 
gun with two grains, and increafed a Stain eve- 
ry fifth day, till the dofe came to be fifteen 
grains, at which time the (atarrh feemed to 
be wholly taken off: from thence the dofe was. 
diminifhed a grain every third day, tillit came 
to two grains again, and then it was wholly gi- 
ven over, having accomplifhed what it was de- 
Gened for, 

37. Yet conftantly all the while this was 
doing, the prefcript, at § 32.and 33 aforego- 
ing were not negle&ed, bat afliduoufly follow- 
ed with all the care imaginable: and the Dies 
of Guajacum was alfo continued to the com- 
pleat end of the Cure. 

3.8. Waile all thefe things were doing we ap- 
plyed to the grieved parts ptoper Topicks ; firft 
Frictions were ufed with courfe cloths all over 
the Paralitick parts, then immediately after 
they were very well bathed and fomenred with

g. Hence it appears, that the kinds of th 
Pally is éatily known, from the abolition of he 
motive and fenfitive faculties, according to the 
paxt or parts afleGed being difcoverable by the 
Eye ; and the habit of the body in which it hap- 
pens : but the principal part afie&ed, or what 
firft fufters, is with more difficulty to be difcern- 
ed, being only known from Anatomical Learn- 
ing, which ceacheth the original and diftribution 
of the Nerves through all the parts of the 
body. 

6. If the right or left fide of the Face has 
che Palfy, and no other part fuffers, the Brain 
is only hurt is that part from whence theNerves 
atebrought, which diftribute their branches to 
thofe fides of the Face’: but if the parts under 
the Head be affe&ted, together with the Face, 
then it is a fign-that the Spinal Marrow is hurt 
as well asthe Brain: and, if the parts beneath 
the Head ate hurt, and not the Face, the fault 
isonly in the Spinal Marrow, and fome of the 
Nerves fpringing from thence, 

7. If one half of the body only has the Pa//y,. 
only one Half of the Spinal Marrow and Nerves 
thence proceeding are affected : but if the whole 
body fuffers, then is the whole Spine afflicted 
from its very original, 

9. Now the difaffection of the Spinal Mar- 
row, is that which hinders the afflux of the Ani- 
mal Spirit, the principal Inftram: nt not only of 
fenfe but alfo of all natural motions : for by 
reafon of its difcrafy, it can neither communt- 
cate tothe Mufcles the faculty of moving, nor 
to the Nerves the power of feeling, for that 
the parts into which it ts inferted become unpro- 


fitable. 


. And this is crue, whether the paflage of 


the faid Animal Spirit is interrupted by a fo- 
lution of Unity ; or Obftructed by a miorbifick 
matter, or otherwife conftringed ; for by either 
of thefe hinderances the faid Animal Spirit, can 
no longer have a free paflage through the ner-

10. In whatfoever place this hinderance 
happens, whether about the Spinal Marrow, or

11, We fhall now declare what Nerves af- 
fe&ted do producea Paraly/is in each re(pective

18. Galen relates-a Story of a Man, who in 
acold ftormy Time, by wraping his wet Cloak 
about his Neck, was taken with a Pal/y in his 
Hand: And of another who had a Pal/y in three 
of his Fingers , occafioned by- a Fall- from his 
Chariot upon his Back, whence he concluded 
that fome part of the Nerves-of the feyenth 
Vertebre were hurt in their original ; to which 
place applying the means: (after he had in-vain 
opplyed Medicines to the Fingers) he compleat- 
eda Cure.

2. A Paralyfis therefore happens when the 
animal Spirit does not fufficiently invigorate or 
atuate the Nerves and their Ramifications, 
which is caufed either by an Obftrudtion of the 


e Paffages by which they fhould flow to the re- 
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fpe&tive Parts; or from the imbecility and 
paucity of the faid Spirits, whereby either their 
activity ishurt ; or they. are wanting, fo as that 
the: Nerves cannot be fufliciently repleat, or 
filled up therewith. 

3. Hence the Variety of Palfies comes : from 
great and univerfal Obf{tructions, a compleat 
and perfect Pal/y arifes, in which both Motion 
and Senfe are both abolifhed: and this comes 
not only from the fubftance of the matter ob- 
ftruGing, batalfo from a malign Quality, af- 
fecting even the Spirit it felf; this Obf{tru@ion 
of the Paflages of the Spirits happens either in 
the firft Senfory, to wit, the ftreaked Bodies: 
or in or nere the medullar Trunks: Or in the 
Nerves themfelves,.to wat, either in their be- 
ginnings, or middle, or ends, vz, in the very 
Fibres themfelves.

12. The Matter or Particles caufing the Ob- 
ftradtion, defcending from the Cerebram into 
the oblong Marrow, falling upon the begining of 
the Nerves which {pread themfelves into fome 
of the Mufcles of the Face, and by obftructing 
the Paflages of the Spirit, excitea Paralyfis of 
the Tongue, Eyes, Eye-Lids, Lips, Jaws, and 
other Parts: From whence the contrary Maf- 
cles being contratted, a Cramp or Convuifion 
is ftirred up inthe oppofite Part.

14. As the imbecility of the Animal Spirit 
often caufes Paralytick Symptoms, without any 
great Obftruction : fo that imbecility or impos 
tency may be caufed by an aftlux of malion 
Particles, from Narcotick, ftupefactive , or 
poyfonous Steams, whether internal or exter- 
aal, arifing from Opiam, or Opiates, the Dead- 
ly Night-fhade, Aconitum, Mircury, Attic 
mony, Biftauth, Arfenick, &c, any of which, 
if they kill not, yet many times induce pale- 
nefs, weaknefs, tremblings, anda relaxation or 
refolution of the Nerves and mafculous parts, 
And the fame may he caufed from the fumes of 
Aqua fortis,and equa regis, unadvifedly ta- 
ken up the Moftrils. 

ts. Such like malign Particles as thefe, 
wuether proceeding from the aforefaid Foun. 
tains, of from a fcorbutick and cacochymick 
habic of Body, pafling through the brain and its 
medullar appendix, feize upon the nervous Conz 
duits, and thereby not only contaminate the 
Animal Spirit, but alfo the Neurotick juice,

themfelves up and down, and fo perfe@ly ob- 
ftruGing the paflages of the Spirit, caufe an abe 
folute and durable Pal/y. |

have a fympathy, confent, or community with 
the parts firft affe&ed. ; 

17; But that fuch thick, cold flegm, ora 
watery humor in the Brain is not the caufe of 
the Palfy, is manifeft; for that thefe humors 
commonly find another vent, to wit, by the 


Nofe, Eyes, and Pallat: And where there is a 


Dropfy of the Brain, in which the Brain (faith 
Willis) and the tops of either Marrow, do asit 
were {wim in Water, yet are not fuch for that 
reafon difpofed tothe Palfy, unlefs the Water 
by its weight make acompreflton of the Mar- 
row. 

18, The Procatartick, remote, or foregoing 
caufes,.remain now to be enquired into, and 
they are cither Accidental or Habitual. The 
Accidental are manifeft, as a Bruife, Wound, 
Luxation, and extream heat or cold, without 
any previous or habitnal difpofition of the Body, 
befideswhich, and the conjun&.caufe, which 
iseither a Compreflion, or Solution of Unity, 
there is no other. 

19, The Procatartick habitaal caufe is al. 
ways-a malign extraneous matter, generated 
and heaped up together, which being fuffufed 
into the Organs of fenfe and motion, obftructs 
the marrowy or nervous paflages, and fomtimes 
withal profligates the Spirit by mere contac, 
or effects both together, whence by reafon of 
the cutting off of the Animal Spirit a Pal/y is 
excited in the congruent parts. 

20, This caufe depends upon.a double ante- 
cedentcaufe, wiz. one more remote; which is a 
difaffeétion of the Blood and Lymphatick juyce, 
generated in themfelves, or taken from the Sto- 
mach, Inteftines and Mefentery, which con- 
veys to the Head a morbifick matter : . the 
other more near, which is a brain of evil difpo- 
fition or conformation, being either too weak, 
or too loofe. and refulved.; or otherwife of 
evil conformation, whereby it eafily admits 
of forreign, heterogene and malign, Partie 


cles, 
Tum, 
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21. The morbifick matter being brought i ; 
the Brain induces a Paralyfis either primarily 
for that thofe heterogene and malign Particles 
are chiefly difpofed for the exciting or ftirring 
up a Pally : «dnd with all, that they are conz 
veyed gradually, and infmall proportion : for 
otherwife, fhould there be a great afflux toge- 
ther, they would firft caufe an Apoplexy or 
Carus, or excite €onvulfions,the Cholick, Gout 
or Scorbute, and then at length a Pal/y. Or : 
Secondarily, which is mof{t common, after fome 
of the aforenamed Difeafes, a flow and long 
Feaver, immoderate Grief, a Confumption, , 
Atrophy, or Wafting, andfome other Diftem- 
pers for the moft part Chronical; wherein the 
natural and vital Faculties being thereby very 
much hurt, and the ftrength at length worn: 
out, enervations and refolutions of the whole: 
Body, or of fome Members, often-times -fuce 
ceeds. ’ 

22. A Palfy for moft part follows after~ 
long and continued Convalfions, or convulfive - 
Motions, as Epilepfies ; for that the Nerves + 
and Mufcles in feveral Members are mightily; 
debilitated, fo that the motive Faculty is as ic 
were, only through infinite weaknefs, abolifh<- 
ed, the fick becoming firft Lame, then whol- 
ly helplefs; for thatthe morbifick matter, be- - 
ing continually thruft into the paflages of the. 
Cerebrum, and its medullar and nervous-Ap-- 
pendix does at length fo weaken and: dilate - 
them, that it gives afree courfe to thofe malign : 
and, heterogene Particles by which che Palfy is » 
certainly induced. 

23. So alfo after a frequent. and long Cho- - 
lick, which cruelly tormenting, and returning 
by intervals, caufes other cruel , and:almoft « 
continual pains in the other Vifcera of the Ab- 
domen; from: whence: (through the fubtilty of 
che matter) is excited wandering pains through : 
the Body, and its Members, which caufes  firft * 
infinite weaknefs, then a Stupor, or Numnefs, , 
and at laft aRefolution, or Pxify of the parts 
affli@ed ; for that the feat of the morbifick : 
matter, or Particles is now changed being 
transfufed into the Splanchnick Novves, which 


pulling and twitching the Fibres of the /i/cera,:, 
{tits up Pains and Convulfions , then becoming : 
more: 
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more plentiful, diffufe themfelves through the 
Spinal Marrow, where entering into the Nerves, 


deftinated to fuch refpeétive parts, forthwith | 


induces as aforefaid, a Refolution, or Palfy. 

24. To like manner, after a frequent and vee ! 
hement Gout, a Palfy may be excited, from the | 
infinite weakning of the Nerves and Mufcles | 
(through the extream anguifh and mifery of the | 
part) for thereby, at length voluntary motion | 
comes to be abolifhed’; but not for that caufe | 
only, but from a {more inward caufe inherent 
in the Cavities of the Nerves themfelves; for | 
thatthe Neurotick juice by the heat and infla- | 
mation of the Difeafe aflli@ing is rarified, and | 
forced out of its own domicil into the hollows of 
the Nerves, where interfering with the Animal | 
Spirit, not only exafperates the pain, whereby 
the part comes to be weakned, but alfo obftru&s 
the future occurfe of the faid Spirit to the fame 
place : befides which, ’tis alfo poffible, that the 
gouty Particles transfufing themfelves into the 
mafs of Blood, with which being carried to the 
Brain, and being continually multiplyed by ma- 
nifold acceffions, may at length contaminate the 
Spirits in theCallous and ftreaked Bodies,oblong 
and fpinal Marrow, and in the original of the 
Nerves of feveral:conjugations or pairs, and 
their feveral and various ramifications, fo as to 
induce-anabfoluteand confirm’d Pal/y. 

25+ ‘There is another {pecies of this Difeafe, 
wherein the motive Faculty is not abolifhed, but 
only weakly performed, ordepraved. This is 
caufed either from the wantor impotency of 
the Animal Spirit, whereby the Members can- 
not ftrongly move, or lift, or bear any weight, 
but they labour under a great debility and 
trembling: for a fufficient ftrength being want- 
ing for the performance of any aé@ at one effay, 
Nature fubmitting, is forced to a@ by amore 
often repeated endeavour, and fo the part be- 
ing in motion, is forced to fhake and tremble ; 
whence it is, that in fome palfied people, there 
is always a trembling and fhaking in all their 
Limbs, for that the nervous Fibres are univer- 
fally weakned, which continually firiving to 
exert their wonted power reiterate thofe depra- 
ved motions perpetually. 

26+ Thofe who fuffer a Palf/ythrough a de- 
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Bi of the Animal Spirit, are fuch as Wave loft 


much Blood ; or, fuch as have too often exer- 
cifed the Venerial A€t ; or are arrived to an 
extream or unhealthy old Age ; for by thefé 
means the Spirits are wafted, and the fupply or 
ftock.and provifion of them being but {mall, 
their difpenfation into the Genus Nervofum is fo 
much diminifhed, that a trembling Paral fis 
commonly fucceeds thereupon. 

7- The fame thing almoft happens to fuch 
as have lain lorg‘fick in an Atrophy, or walting 
condition, and fome other chronica| Difeafes, 
in Which the Spirits waft or decay, and the 
Vigour, ‘force or ftrength of the Body, erada- 
tim, and as it were, infenfibly declines, where- 


by they become fo enervated, as that they can: 


neither go’nor ftand upright, much lefs per- 
form any other action, which requires any cofi- 
fiderable power: thef2 fomtimes lye Bed-rid 
iong, and it may be without any cosfiderable 
ficknefs ; and although they feem every day, as 


| if they'were ready to die, yet they lye eafily 


quietly, and undifturbed, talk chearfully, but 
dare not rife or move; for that upon the leaft 
motion, fuch a fignal uneafinefs and wearinefs 
feifes‘upon them as if they had don fome hard 
labour, or gon fome great journey, fo that they 
cannot be refted again in fome hours after: In 
this cafe certainly, although the Animal Spirits 
doin fome fort inliven and a@tuate the Genus 
Nervofam, yet the due meafure is fo {mall, 
and their proportion to the whole fo defective, 
that the power of moving ( though not wholly 
taken away, yet) is fo depraved, that the fick 
can fcarcely be perfwaded to try whether they 
can move or not. 

28. And almoft for the fame reafon the Mo- 
tive faculty, fails or is depraved in Scorbutiek 
Perfons, and fuch as have often Surfeited them- 
felves with Gluttcny, and {trong liquors, where- 
by fuch a fuperfluous quantity of ill humors, 
and indigefted matter is generated, that thereby 
even the Spirits themfelves are contaminated, 
and at long run almoft overwhelmed; where- 
by, they are either made imbecil, impotent 
or weak; or the Spirit making faculty ( from 
the impotency of che Stomach and the other 
Vifcera ) though not wholly ceafing to perform 
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its daty, yet does it fo poorly and meanly, 
that there is nota fufficicnt generation. of Spirits 
daily made, to fupport the humane frame in its 
due energy and ftrength. For by thefe meanes 
the whole Sanguinous mafs becomes polluted, 
and filled with impurities and ferofities, which 
being therewith conveyed to the Brain, ( made 
fax or loofe asto its Pores, by a long continu- 
ationsf irregularities ) is eafiely received there ; 


proportion of Animal Spirits generated, fo are 
they not fo fublime, ferene, or fubti], but more 
dull or cloudy (by reafon of the adhefion of the 
impure matter) whereby they become unca- 
pable of exerting in themfeives the motive fa- 
culty. 

29. And inthefe cafes arifing from the de- | 
fe&, or imbecility of the Animal Spirit,we conz 
clude the Spirits not only to be in fault, but the 
Organs alfo generating and containing them, 
made weak by the depraved Serofities or Gas 
of the Blood, tranfmitted every where through 
the whole univerfal Body into the moving Fi- 
bres; whereby it is reafonable to think, that 
thofe few Spirits (impure alfo) derived from the | 
Brain , being difpofed at length through the | 
whole Genus Nervofum, into the minuteft Fi- 
bres, and meeting there, with that depraved Se-

rofitie, or malign Gas of the Blood, make the 
motive Faculty both more weak and trem- 
bling. 

30, And therefore as to an habitual Pa//y, 
or a Pal/y generated from a previous long and 
habitual vitious courfe of Living ; this we fay, 
that whatfoever things do more than ordinarily 
vitiate the Blood ; or, obftru& the Brain and 
its nervous. Appendix, excite an afflux of mor- 
bifick Particles, or matter ; produce a Warco- 
fisy or tupefation of the Spirits; or, impeeds 
their generating, may be accounted as antece- 
dent caufes of a Paralyfis. Inorder to the pre- 
ducing of thefe caufes, are the diforders of the 
fix Non naturals, infatiable eating, immeafu- 
table drinking Wine, or other {trong Liquors, 
anidle and fedentary courfe of Life, fleeping too 
much or unfeafonably, immoderate ufe of Ve- 
nus, too much lofs of Blood, too vehement eva- 
cuations either by Vomit or Stool, a cold ard

/moift Ais, Metalick and Narcotick Fumes, 
{tupefying Medicines, excefs of heat, cold, or 
moifture, vehement and long Patlions of the 
Mind, Cc. 

31. Hitherto of a Paralyfis, where.motion 
is only hurt, the fenfe remaining firm ;_it is 
how reafonable, chat we fhew the caufe of fenfe 
being hurt, the motive faculty being found and 
{trong, as is ordinary in fuch as are afflicted 
with an Elephantiafis, Lepra Gracorum, and 
Mania, who often go naked, lye cold in Froft 
and Snow, or the middle of Winter, and whofe 
Skins are. fo numb and fenilefs, ‘that, they feel 


‘not, thoagh prickt with Auls, Needles, or Pins, 


orcut with Knives,@7c. The true reafon of this 


iis, becaufe the Nerves replenifhing the Skin, 


(the onter and primary Organ of feeling) and 
the Membranes covering the Mufcles by their 
various Ramifications and, innumerable mem- 
branaceous Fibres (which chiefly convey to the 
parts, the fenfe of feeling) are only hurt, or 
chiefly fuffer : Whereas thofe greater Tencinous 
and Mufcular Nerves, who by their mufculous 
and flefhy Fibres exert the motive faculty ; or, 
in whom is feated the power of moving, remain 
{afeand unhurt, Wherefore the lofs or hurt 
of the fenfitive faculty, proceedsfrom a hurt 
of the exteriour and membranaceous Fibres, 
either through fome poyfonous or malign Gas : 
or, extremity of cold benumbing them, fo that 
the Animal Spirit cannot (as itought to do) ir- 
radiate them: and hence it appears, that the 
Nerves of the exterior Membranes are only 
hurt, for that fenfe being loft, the part or parts 
waftnot, as whendeprived of motion, but have 
a fufficient afflux of the Animal Spirit, enabling 
them to perform their proper duty, and to at- 
fimulate the nutritious juice brought to the faid 
parts, by the Arteries. . 
32. Now out of what has been already faid 
it appears, that the extreamelt kind of Palfy, 
in which the motive and fenfitive Faculties are 
both hurt or abolifhed, is caufed from a ge- 
néral affection of all the Nerves diftributed into 
the part or parts affected, as well the ('wtancous 
and Membranaceous Fibres of the Nerves, as 
the Tendinous and Aufcular , whereby the 


Tra@s, or paflages and ways of the Animal

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Spirit are (in a manner) compleatly thut up, 
and all its irradiations intercepted or fruftra. 


ted: This may chance (though rarely) from | 


the defcent of the morbifick matter from the 
Brain, into the oblong Morrow ; but very often 
from a notable hurt of the Back-bone, by a 
Blow, Wound, or Fall from fome high place, 
whereby (the Spine AZedulla being comprefled, 
ortoo much diftended, or writhed) the paf- 
fages of the Animal Spirit are mightily obs 


ftruded, and in danger of perfeé oblitera- 
tion. 


CIV. The 7udgments or Prognofticks of the 
Palfy. 


1, A Palfy coming from a cold.and moift 
Caufe, or in a cold and moift habit of body, 
efpecially in fych as are extream Fat, and 
have been fo of a long time, is very difficulely 
cured: and if the Difeafe in fuch a perfon, has 
been of any long continuance, it feldom or ne- 
ver is cured, 

2. The cure is difficult, or feldom or never 
performed, if the Difeafe happens in old Age, 
more efpecially if the Sick isFat, and of acold 
moift habit of body. 


3, A Palfy whereia motion is abolifhed, 


is much more difficult’ to Cure, than that in }h 


which fenfe is only hurt; in regard of che dee 
{cituation of the Nerves, for that the force of 


the Medicine cannot fo eafily reach them: but} 
_ that Pal/j, wherein both Faculties are hurt or 


abolifhed, is yet much worfe. 

4. Every Paralyfis. whither coming by de. 
grees, or happening by accident, whether uni- 
verfal or particular, though for the moft part 


they are free from imminent danger, yet they |C 


are long in curing. 

5+ A Palfy coming after an Apoplexy, is fel. 
dom cured, and many times returns into an 
<Apoplexy again, by a new afluxof like mater 
into the Brain, which is made Jax and weak by 
the former Difeafe. 

6. If it comes from a Blow, Fall, Wound, cc. 
or upon an Apoplexy, Lethargy, Carus, Con- 
vulfion, Cholick, Gout, or other affeéts of the 
Brain, or Genus Nervofum, i will not quickly 
be cured, or fe much as eafily give place to Me- 
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“icine but for the moft part remains uncurac 

e, . 

7- ATremor, or Trembling, coming upon» 
or after a Pal/y, is faid to be healthful 3 for 
that the paflages of the Nerves begin fomwhae 
toopenthemfelves, ta make way for the Ani 
mal Spirit, whereby Motion ( though at firft: 
after a trembling manner) begins to be re- 
ftored. 

8. If the Paralytick retains. an a@ual native- 
heat init,’ there is hope of Recovery ; but if ie: 
is always cold, and cannot be induced to ree 
tain.a natural heat, the Cafe is defperate. 

9. If a total refolution follows upon a ge-- 
neral obftruétion of the original of the oblong _ 


hurt, and that thereby both fenfe and motions 


admit of any cure, 


in the paralytick part, with great palenefs,. 
takes away all hopes of a Cure : For it not only: 
fignifies an Impotency and decay of the Animal. 
Spirit, but thews great danger of the extinGtion:

14. A. Palfy happening: to Scorbutical, or 
Cacochymical,, and very, intemperate or fur 
feited Perfons (although otherwife of a ftrong.

CV. The general method of curing the \do- 
pathetick Palfy. 
- 4, Wenow come to the Therapeutical Con- 
fiderations of the Palfg; and firft of an Jdo- 
pathetick Pally, excited from a Procatartick 
caufe,or previous difpofition of the body to fuch 
ati indifpofition: wherein we are chiefly to en- 
deavour the alteration of the habit of the body, 
by retifying the Difcrafy of the Blood : then 
to take away the morbifick matter offending + 


-and laftly fo to ftrengthen the parts burt, that 


they may for the futurebe able to refift all other 
affaults of the Difeafe. 

2. The Palfy may happen in a hot or cold 
Conttitution, and therefore you are firft wifely 
and prudently to confider the Temperament of 
the Sick; for if you adhibit hot things ina hot 
Conftitution; or cold in acold habit, you will 
but exafperate the Difeafe, and make it fo much 
the more difficult to be cured. _ Now whereas 
a Paralyjfis ina cold and moift habit of body is 
moft ufual, and frequent; we fhall firft lay 
down a method of Precepts for the Cure there-

long Series of prepared matter, and Paralytick 
Particles begacten in the Blood ftom a cold and 
moift external caufe: this habit mutt be altered 
by along courfe of a proper Diet, which enz 
tering into che Sanguinous mafs may in length 
of time, and by degrees (as the Difeafe came) 
remove the Difcrafy, which continually hither- 
to has breed thofe heaps. of Paralytick Parti- 
cles.

i. Woman near fifty years of Age, of a 

A cold moift habit of Body ; having been 
for fome time before vehemently affli&ed with 
a Vertige, was at length taken with ftrong Con- 
vulfions, fo that the Phyficians then prefent, and 
others which were about her, concluded her ne- 
ver able to over-comethem : thefe Convulfions 
and Convulfive Motions often returning, and 
handling her very forely,made her fo weak and 
feeble, that a very great fhaking and trembling 
took her almoft in every part: this trembling 
going off of her all at once,fhe feemed to be per- 
fe&ly well. 

2. But fhe had not been in this condition a- 
bove two days, when all on a fudden fhe was 
taken with an s4poplexy : by which it appear- 
ed that the morbifick matter, which before had 
feized the Nerves, Mufcles, Joynts, flethy and 
extream- parts, was mow tranflated to the 
Brain : the confternation was great, for there 
was lofs both of the motive and fenfitive Facul- 
ties; the Patient being in a deep fleep asit were, 
but in all other refpe&s as if the had been 
dead. 

3. Being called to her whilft inthe Fit, and 
perceiving fhe was not dead, we caufed a dram 
or two of this following mixture to be putinto 
het Month: Take fubtil fpirits of Nutmegs, of 
Cloves, and of Rofemarg, of each an ounce :

1. Authors define an e4poplexytobea fixe - 
pidity with arefolution of the whole Genus Ner- 
volun, in which affect the Sick does not really 
Sleep ; but being aftonifhed he lies ftupid like a 
ftock, all the fenfes alike, and motion together 
with them being abolifhed. 

2. But thefe Accidents are fomtimes more

13. And this ‘alfo comes to pafs, when the 


- fubftance of the Brain is hurt by cutting’ or 


pricking, whereby its'a@ion is then deftroyed:: 
Aind when the Brain is compreft by a depreffion 
of the Skull, efpecially if the Compreffion be 
very great :, As alfo when by fome ftronger 
force the bulk of the Brain is as it were preft 
together , or preft upon the original of the 
Nerves; in all thefe Cafes ic muft needs be 
that an 4poplexy muft follow. 

4. If the Animal Spirits be fo wafted or 


-confumed, as to caufe not only a weaknefs of 


the Functions of the Brain, but alfo a total obli- 
tion of them, a very {trong Apoplexy, andfad- 
den killing of the Patient follows, of which we 
have feen feveral old men dye: yet this can 
hardly be without fome Corruption of the 
part, or putrified humors filling the Cavities of 
the Brain. 

15. The Hiftory of this prefent Cure is very

it.to be an Apoplexy, as indeed it was. 

16. His afliftance being required, he ufed 
many things in vain; fo that another Phyfician 
was fentfor, who immediately endeavoured to 
let him blood, but he would not bleed: At 
length fome of his Relations defired, that I 
might be fent for, which was done : when I 
cameto him, I beheld the miferable obje& with 
wonder, for he lay fo ftupified, as if he had 
been perfe@ly dead, nor could we by any means 
difcern Life in him. 

17. My advice was defired; The cafe I 
found to:be defperate, and therefore required 
both defperate and: {peedy help, for that no 
ordinary means (already ufed to him,)' could 
do'him any good: Upon a little panfe, I 


| thought upon the. learned Deckers his Errhines, 


whichis abold and almoft irrefiftable Medica- 
ment ; and although’ it can’ fcarcely be given 
without danger, and feldom without great 
Symptoms following it; yet becaufe itmakes 
large Evacuations from the Head, and may be 
blown ‘up the Noftrils , when nothing can be 
put or forced: down the Throat, and the Patient 
withall being (as it were) infenfible, [ conclu- 
ded it’ reafonable to exhibit the fame, which 
with the confent of the other Phyfician was 
done. 

18. The compofition of the faid Errhine is 
this: Take Turbith Mineral, one part : fubtle 
pouder of Liquorice, three parts: Rofemary- 
flowers, one part and half 3 mix them exattly in 
a moft {ubtil pouder. ¥.

19, Upon this advice it was, that I adventu- 
red co exuibic the faid Medicament, and indeed 
it went not without the defired fuccefs; for af- 
ter that a {mail quantity of it had been blown 
upthe Noftrils of the Sick, he foon begah td 
ftir, and a large Evacuation of Pus, water, and 
vifcous matter mixed with blood was immedi- 
ately made, upon which he a little revived , 
and being almoft come to himfelf, a very great 
flux of clear blood prefently followed, nearly 
to the quantity of a quart, fo that in lefsthan 
an hour and half after the Exhibition of the Me- 
dicament, he became perfectly freed froma the 
Paroxy{m, his {peech underftanding, and other 
Senfes being all reftored tohim. 

20. From hence it may almoft be fafely con- 
cluded, that the Difeafe might proceed from 
the large quantity of blood filling the Ventri- 
cles of the Brain; for after the young manhad 
bied thus freely he was not only freed from the 
fit, but alfo became much morelightfom:and 
chearful than he was before , concluding that 
he never found himfelf better in all. his 
Life : And his Head he faidwas much light- 
fomer and pleafanter than he had found jt for- 
merly, 

21. However I caufed his Head, Forehead, 
nape of the Neck, Noftrils, and Pulfes to be 
anointed with this following mixture. Take 
ehymical Oxls of Rue, of fweet Marjoram, of 
Mint, of Featherfew, of Penny-royal, of each 
one dram : Oyls of Rofemary and Lavender, of 
each a dram and half : mix them to anoint 
with. “Fbis was ufed at the time of his coming 
out of the fit, and I ordered him tobe anointed 
with it Morning and Night for ten or twelve 
days together. 

22. Inwardly, this following Water was gi- 
ven him by fpoonfuls for three, four or five 
hours,and afterwards I prefcribed him the ufe of 
it Morning and Evening: for a month together :

2. Phyfcians and Chyrurgions were lent for, 
by whofe adyife he was prefently ler blood, 
but they could draw little from him, then they 
applyed Veficatories tothe Nwcha, and other 
Parts ; tharp Clyfters of Colocynthis and eAloes 
were exhibited, befides apoplectick Waters and 
Spirits to the Fore-head, Temples, Noftrils, 
and Pulfes, but’all in vain, for what ever they 
could do, could by no means.reftore him, but 
in this Fit he dyed. 

3. Being dead as they apprehended, -a great 
flux of Blood followed by the Mouth and 
Nofe, fo that he bled nearly a quart of Blood, 
mixt with alittle Water, which being cold and 
coagulated, turned almoft as black as Soot, and 
being tafted (by a Chyrurgion which was 
there) was found to be ofa bitterifh falt Taft. 

4, His Relations canfed him to be opened: 
im the lower Abdomen, they found nothing amifs, 
fave that the lumbar chylous Receptacles were 
more than twice their ordinary or common big- 
nefs, but very free from any kind of Obftruction 
either in themfelves or Parts adjacent. 

5. The Thorax being opened the Gall Blad.- 
der and Liver were in their due and natural 
Proportion and Condition; but the Spleen was 
grown to an exceflive Magnitude, being nerely 
three times the commen bignefs, but. without 
any, Tumor, Scirrhous, Kernel, Hardnefs, or 
any other perceivable Diftemper : the Heart and 
Lungs feemed well, fave the Heart was empty 
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of Blood and the Septum tranfverfam in the 
Heart was found as it were flirt. 

6. The upper Ventricle being opened , the 
Brain feemed to be firm and intire, but the 
Blood-veflels were very eminent and apparent, 
large, and as it were overcharged and fwelled ;

Now if the difafle@ion 
be fo great, as-that all the Senfes be abolifhed, 
whence motion alfo does ceafe: yet the other 
Fundtions ( which are not fo much the Off-{pring 
of the Brain) may remain, as the Pz//e, which 
is excited by the Heart ; and the breathing, which 
is (partly from a natural and partly from a voz 
luntary act) excited from the Organs of both 
kinds.of motion, to wit, both of the Midriff and 
Lungs. 

6. And therefore itis, that though the Brain 
is extreamly affected, fo as all voluntary motion 
does ceafe, the Midriff or Mufcles of the Breft, 
contributing then nothing to the motion, yet 
then the Breathing is managed or performed by 
the natural or fpohtaneous motion of the Lungs, 
wherein after a fort they contract and dilate 
themfelves; but thisa& of breathing is then 
with difficulty, for that it is performed but 
with one half of its Organs. And therefore if 
the difaffeGtion or hurt of the Brain does not 
{peedily pafs off (becaufe the Lungs are not able 
long to perform the whole duty of Breathing) 
Suffocation will infallibly fucceed, for that the 
faculty in both kinds will be wholly abolifhed. 

7, Now after what manner the Animal Spiz 
rits are fo fuddenly, and ‘all atonce fupprefied, 
or,asit were extinguifhed, about their original 
of Emanation, fo that.all fenfe and motion de- 
pending on them ceafes every where, remains to 
be enquired into: Some place the caufe inthe

Emanation of the fatd Spirits from thence to 
their deftinated parts.is kept back. 

8. From Hiftories, or Anatomical Obferva- 
tions of Perfons dying of this Difeafe, Blood has 
been found extravafated, or out of its Veflels 
here and there in great Clodders, comprefling 
the fubftance of the Brain: In others the fercus 
Colluvies have overflowed the whole Head, both 
wichia and without the Skull: In others alarge 
Bladder of Water has been found in one of the 
Ventricles comprefling the fmaller paflages : 
From which obfervations it may be concluded, 
that the principal places folely afle&ted, are not 
the greater Ventricles, but the middle marrowy 
fubitance of the Brain and Cerebel, which is 
every where porous, and indued with very ma- 


ny. minute paflages, both that the Vital Spirits- 


may flow in thither from the blood, and that the 
Animal may flow forth. 

9- And though fome may fuppofe, that the 
Apoplexy, may be caufed from the hinderance 


of the bloods afflux to the brain ; "tis trac this~ 


may be poflible, bur, it doesnot often nor eafiry 
happen:. for they mult. fuppofe it to be either 
from the obftruétion of the inner Carotid Arte- 
ries, and of the Vertebrals, which happens in the 
greater Veflels, chiefly about the aiffent of the 
Brain, from concreted or clodded blood ; or 
in the leffer Veffels , which pafs through the 
Brain froma vifcous matter generated withia 
them: but this way itcannot well be, becaufe 
thofe Cephalick Arteries, to wit, the Carotides 
and Vertebrals, do {o communicate one -with 
another, and all of them in feveral places, are fo 
mutually ingrafted one into another, that if it 
happen that maay of them fhould be {topped or 
prefled together at once, yet the blood being 
fent to the Head, though by the paflage of ‘one 
only Artery, either the Carotides ar the Verte~ 
brat, itwould prefently pafs through al thofe 
parts both exteriour and interiour; which thing 
red “Willis. proved ane experiment of by 
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ty or {welling up of the Parifhmia, or Kernels 
in the hinder part of the Neck ; from a heap of 
derous or watery humors, that by prefling toge- 
ther the “arteries pailing through, obftrudts the 
paflage of the blood tothe Hiad ; but the for- 
mer réafon remains good againft this, uniefs all 
the faid Arteries both Carotid and Vertebral be 
compreft together, which very feldom or rarely 
happens. 

11+ Or they fuppofe the faid afflux of Blood 
may he hindred from a preternatural opening 
ofthe Blood-Veffels within the Skull, wherein 
a great quantity of Blood is poured forth, which 
fhould other ways be converted to the ufe and 
benefit of the Brain: thisis poflible fomtimes to 
be: But certainly this Cafe of an Apoplexy is 
more likely to arife from the too great Incur- 
{ion and extravafation of the Blood within the 
Brain , asthe afore mentioned anatomical 
Obfervations at § 8. do demonftrate, for that 
the faid Blood fo extravafated, for the moft 
part concrétes into a hard fubftance, which be- 
ing large and comprefling the Marrow of the 
Brain, ftop up the Paflages, and obftrué the 
efflux of the animal Spirits, 

r2. Thus much in general of this Difeafe : 
We fhall now confider it under its feveral Bran- 
ches, wherein as we fay, itis either accidental or 
habitual, fo muft different Caufes be affizned to 
each. If it be accidental ic is for the moft part 
excited without any previous Difpofition, from 
a fudden and folitary Caufe, being for the moft 
part mortal, the curatory Method proving very 
often ineffectual, And of this the proximate or 
conjunc Caufe is, either a great folution of U- 
nity, hapning fomwhere within or nere the mid- 
cle of the Brain, from the compreftion or ob- 
firuion of its Pores and Paflages, whereby the 
whole emanation of the Spirits is fupprefled: 
Or elfeit isa very great and fudden profliga- 


13. This Solution of Unity is either, 1. from 
Blood extravafated within the Brain, and grow- 
ing there’ into Cloddcis, or {triking: apon the 
atlected places: from whence does often arife 
deadly apopletick Paroxyf{ms, as feveral ano- 
tumical Obfervations ipon Bodies, dying of this 
Difeafe, have already demonftrated: batthefe 
morbifick Extravafations of Blood withingthe 
Brain, come either from ‘external Violence, as 
a Fall from a bigh Place, or from a Horfe,a 
blow on the Head, or hitting it againft fome 
hard thing, andfuch like: Or, from an inter- 


lal Difpofition, the blood being thinand fharp, 


and growing more then ordinarily hot, either 
of its owa Acord, or by Accident, ic flows forth 


| through the little Mouths of the Veflels, and fo 


eafily breaks into the foft and yeilding fubttance 
of the Brain; where being in great quantity 
extravafated, by intumifying the affe¢ted Pla- 
ces, and comprefling the underlying Marrow. 
(the root of the Difeafe being at the faid' Corpus 
Callofum ) apopleCtick Fits,are prefently excited, 
14. Or2. from thebreaking of an Apoftem 
or Ulcer ; which although they are rarely to be 
found within the Brain, yet eften in the fe 
nings, and almoft from the fame Caufe, by 
which the extravafation of the blood happens. 
This whilft it is coming onto Maturation, cau- 
fes only a dull head- ach or heavinefs; but when 
once broken, the putrified Matter, falling upon 
the (ortex of the Brain, corrodes and putrifies 
it, and inftilling by Degrees its. putrid Particles 
(moft obnoxious to the Spirits) into the AZediz 
tullinm, or matrowy part of the Brain, excites 
at length the Paroxy{m. 
ty. Or 3. from a heap offerous or watery 
Matter fent forth from the blood into the 
Head, filling and ftuffing all its medullary pores, 
by which a deprivation of Senfe and ‘Motion fol. 
lows; And this has many times been caufed 
from Drunkennefs , and fomtimes from un- 
feafcnable and immeafurable drinking of -cold 
Water, or drinking of cold and {mall Beer be- 
ing hot and thirfty, and then fleeping upon it; 
as alfo from a long and total {uppreffion of U- 
rine;or frequent Hoemorrhages faddeniy ftopt, 
where- 
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whereby a tranflation of the ferous Recrements, 
are forthwith made tothe Brain, by which for 
the moft parta deadly e4poplexy is caufed, 

16, The other caufe of a fudden and acci- 
dental -4poplexy arifes from the immediate 
proflization or extin&ion of the Spirits, which 
may be caufed by blafting with Lightning, or 
the Fames of Sulphur ,. Arfenick, Aqua 
Fortis, Spirit of Niter, or Charcole; and not 
very feldom from {trong Narcoticks, or ftupi- 
fying Medicines caufing Sleep ; as alfo from 
the too immoderate drinking of {trong Waters 
by the too liberal taking of the laft of which, 
we have known three feveral perfons fuddenly 
taken with apopledtick Fits, who dyed in the 
height of the Paroxyfms. 

17. But how Opiates affeét in this Cafe Web- 
ferus tellsus, That theydo only too much open 
and dilate the Pores and paflages of the Brain, 
and as it were open the doors of it, before faft 
fhat, whereby every extraneous or forreign and 
incongruous thing is admitted into the Repofito- 
ry, or fleeping place of the Spirits, together with 
the fubtil liquor poured forth from the blood ; 
and fo by a violent incurfion, diffipates their 
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given at firft in’a fmaller Dofe and gradual- 


ly increafed, till a familiarity had been be- 
gotten between them, the Opiate would have 
been fo far from hurting or difturbing the Spi- 
rits, that on the contrary, it would become in- 
finitely grateful and friendly to the fame. 

19. The caufe of an habitual Apoplexy now 
comes to be confidered. The Proeguminine 
conjunc, or proximate caufe, is a malignant 
matter heaped up, and difperfed in the compafs 
of the Brain, which atlength defcending into its 
middle or marrowy part, does aflault and fup- 
prefs all the Spirits in the very fountain of their 
production and enaanation : Now this poflibiy 
may be done either by filling the medullary 
Pores; or by obftruéting and driving away the 
Spirits themfelves ; or by contaminating them 
with a Stapor or Numbnefs, as it were by a 
blaft, (not much unlike lightning) from the ma- 
lignant contac of the matter rufhing upon 
them ; or by all thefe ways together. 

20, For without doubt, the Particles defcend- 
ing on every fide from the compafs of the Brain, 
into its middle part, or Callous Body, and en- 
tering it from every part, do prefently fillthe 


ranks and orders. This opinion of Webferms |paflages how ftraight foever they be, and put- 


may have fomthing of truth in it, if ic be con- 
fidred in refpe& to the firft Dofe, being too 
large (for Opiates always hurt moft at the firft 
time of taking) but not to the fubfequent Do- 
fes ; for if fo, it would follow, that being often 
given they would {till bring a greater evil, by 
dilating more and more the Pores of the Brain,

23. As to the Procatartick Caufes of an ha- 
bitual c4poplexy, they are tobe explicated not 
in a much differing Method from the like in 
moft other Cephalick Difeafes ; for feeing that 
the Blood muft neceflarily be in fault, for that 
it fends to the Head forreign and very hetroge- 
neous Particles, obnoxious to the conftitution 
and texture of the Animal Spirits; and that 
the Brain alfo is in fault, for that it has been by 
degrees weakned and indifpofed by the means of 
the fanguinous difaffeCtion, whereby its Pores 
and paflages are altered, made diffolute and 
too lax, it then follows, that it may atlength 
eafily admit without any difficulty the morbifick 
and malign matter fent forth from the blood. 

24. How the Blood comes to be thus affected, 
feemsnot here neceflary to. be declared, feeing 
we have already done it in many other places ; 
and that it is obnoxious toand follows all the 
irregularities of humane life, as profound Drun- 
Kennefs with Wine and ftrong Waters ; a long 
fuppreflion of the Seram from its ufual and 
long accuftomed Evacuations ; a tranflation of 
the morbick matter of another Difeafe to the 
Head ; exceflive drinking of cold and {mall 
Liquors, when one is extream hot and dry ; 
Gluttony and Gormandizing, with many other 
like Enormities, too tedious here to be related, 

25. For the blood indeed transfers to the 
Head and Brain (more efpecially in Apople- 
Ctick perfons) a great quantity of faline and 
noxious juice, or of a malign ferous, and ex- 
crementitious humor, extream prejudicial and 
for the moft part deadly to the animal Powers, 
taken fomtimes from one place, and fomtimes

at Mouth,all which indicate immediately Death. 

3. Inan apopledtick Fit, if help follows the

1. Where an /poplexy is habitual, ale} g 
a courfe fommwhat different from the former 
muft be taken, yet not contradictory to what js 
already prefcribed in the Fit: Foy firft, there 
muft be (as there) an evacuation of the morbi- 
fick Matter; which is done by a continued 
courfe of Purgation, cither upwards or downe 
wards, according ‘as the Seat of the peccant 
humor lyes; by exhibition of Errhines, Ster- 
iutatories, Matfticatories, Clyiteries : by ap. 
plication of Veficatories, Cupping-Glafles, the 
Seton: and laftly by Bathings, and other fudo- 
rifick means’: all which things we have largely 
explicated in the former Section, with plenty of 
examplary Prefcripts: fothat here we may be 
the more brief in the dilating upon thofe things, 
In the Fit, the Method of Cure has relation to 
the {peedy performance thereof, without which 
it is wholly imeffeCtual : Out of the Fit, we put 
things in practice more leifurely, and-in that or- 
der that the urgency if the Symptoms require ; 
it being rather prophyla@ick or preventative 
than curative ; wherein after a gradual manner 
the habit of the Body is altered ; the morbid 
Matter taken away, fomtimes by infenfible 
means, fomtimes by proper evacuations; ac- 
cording to the nature of the humor offending 
and laftly,the vical Intention is profecuted to the
